T omato Soup.—Always use cold water 
in makiDg all soups ; skim well, especial­ 
ly during the tirst hour. 
There is great 
necessity for thorough skimming, and to 
help the scum rise, pour in a little cold 
water now and then, and as the soup 
reaches the boiling point, skim it off 
Use salt at first sparingly, and season 
with salt and pepper ; allow one quart of 
soup to three or four persons. 
For to­ 
mato soup 
allow one gallon of stock 
made from nice fresh beef to three quarts 
of fresh tomatoes ; remove the skin and 
cut out the hard center, put through a tine 
sieve, and add to the stock ; make a paste 
of butter and flour, and, when the stock 
begins to boil, stir in a half tea-cup of the 
paste, taking care not to have it lumpy ; 
boil twenty minutes, seasoning with sail 
and pepper to taste. 
Two quarts of the 
canned tomatoes will answer. 
( h ic k k s M a y o n n a is e —T a k e as m a n y 
c h ic k e n s as are wanted for the b u lk of 
y o u r s a l a d ; b o il them in b o u illo n until 
s u ffic ie n tly c o o k ed , then ta k e th e m o u t and 
remove all the flesh, b e in g c a re fu l to reject 
all bones and s k in . C u t iu to size a b le cubes 
and put tbem into a deep dish ; season 
with salt, pepper, oil and vinegar, and let 
them remain some hours in the pickle. 
P ut into a Balad bowl about three times as 
much lettuce as y o u have chicken, which 
latter put into the center of the lettuce, 
covering it with Mayonnaise dressing, gar­ 
nished with bits of lettuce, hard-boiled 
eggs, olives, capers, beets, etc., cut in 
symmetrical shapes. 


W o o d c o c k . 
Broiling 
is a favorite 
method of cooking game, and all birds are 
exceedingly nice roasted. 
To broii: Split 
down the back, open and flatten the breast 
by covering with a cloth and poundiDg, 
season with pepper and lay the inside first 
upon the gridiron ; turn as soon aB browned, 
and when almost done, take off, place on 
a platter, sprinkle with salt and return to 
the gridiron. 
When done, place in a hot 
dish, butter both sides wel and serve at 
once. 
The time required is usually about 
tw enty minutes. 
They require a brisker 
fire than poultry, but take less time to 
cook. 
Their color when done should be a 
fine yellowish brown. 
Serve on toast. 
E gg P lant.—Peel and cut in slices the 
purple kind ; sprinkle with salt and pep­ 
per and let drain on a tipped plate for three- 
quarters of an hour; make a light batter 
w ith one egg, flour and a little water ; dip 
the slices into it and fry in batter or lard. 
Eggs and cracker may be used instead of 
the batter. 
Or peel the egg plant, boil till 
done, then pour off the water, mash fine 
and add pepper, salt and butter to taste ; 
put in a shallow pudding-pan and over the 
top put a thick layer of osusbed cracker.- 
Bake half an hour in a moderate oven. 


P o t a t o e s a 
l a D c c h e s s e .— These are 
now the most 
fashionable, and 
if a 
really 
good 
potato 
is 
capable 
of 
being improved, perhaps tbis is the best 
method. 
Take cold well-seasoned mashed 
potatoes, roll out and form into little bis­ 
cuit-shaped cakes (a little flour may be used 
to form them, but do not mix flour with 
the potato); arrange cakes on a pieplate, 
glaze them over with beaten egg, and bake 
to a delicate brown. 


S o u f f l e o f D i f f e r e n t F r u i t s — W ith 
fruits of a soft s n i juicy nature, such as 
peaches, apricots, plums, bananas, etc., 
proceed in this manner : Remove the ker­ 
nels and press the fruit through a sieve ; 
put w hat you have thuB obtained in a bowl, 
adding one-half a pound of 
powdered 
sugar and the whites of three eggs ; beat 
well, and add a little kirschwasser or 
maraschino as flavoring. 
Toen take the 
whites of six or seven eggs and beat them 
into a stiff froth. 
M ix well together, put 
thi3 on a dish in a weli-beated oven for five 
or six minutes before serving. 
Sprinkle 
powdered sugar on top. 


C h a m p a g n e J e l l y .— Take two ounces of 
good gelatine and dissolve it in a quart of 
w ate r; put this in a saucepan with the 
juice of two lemons and three orangeB, two 
whole eggs, two whites of eggs, a few egg­ 
shells and three-quarters of a pound of 
sugar ; mix well and add another quart of 
water. 
Put the saucepan on the lire, 
stirring occasionally to make clear ; when 
it boils, put the pan on the side of the 
stove, and let it remain without boiling for 
'fifteen minutes, then remove it and run the 
jelly twice through a flannel strainer, 
adding to it a pint of champagne.

iato one or more molds and set on the ice 
t < harden. 
Turn out of the molds and 
eerve on cold plates.

RESENT 
DISCOVERIES AT POMPEII. 


On January 24 th the skeleton of a 
woman with a child was discovered at 
Pompeii in the narrow street which bounds 
on the north Insula VII. of Regione VIII., 
about twelve feet above the level of the 
ancient pavement—that is to say, where 
the layers of lava end and those of ashes 
begin. 
It is well known that the ca­ 
tastrophe of 79 A. D. commenced with a 
thick shower of small pumice stones by 
which the streets and open squares of 
Pompeii were covered up to the roofs of the 
bouses. 
Stones were succeeded by ashes, 
which became solid ewiug to the action 
of successive showers of boiliug water, and 
the ashes now form the top layer of the 
materials which cover the rains of Pom­ 
peii, 
Most of the unhappy beings who 
remained in the houses after the erup­ 
tion first reached the town, and who 
found, 
when the 
shower 
of 
stones 
was over, that no deliverance was pos­ 
sible except by flight, made their escape 
through the windows, the doors having- 
been blocked by the stones and lava. 
But so far as we can judge from the exca­ 
vations, the greater part o f these fugitives 
could have taken but few steps, and must 
have been quickly suffocated by the poison­ 
ous fumes. 
I he hot ashes and water cov­ 
ered their bodies in such a way as to make 
an exact cast ; and after the flesh had 
shrunk away the impression made by the 
corpses still remains as they fell struck 
down by death. 
The Senatore Fiorelli con­ 
ceived the happy idea of taking plaster 
casts of the impressions, and thus repro­ 
duced the figures to be seen in the Pompeii 
Museum, which have been copied into most 
of the books that describe the antiquities 
of the buried city. 
It was not always 
found possible to obtain a perfect cast, be­ 
cause in many instances a portion of the 
body was resting on the stones, where of 
course if left no impression. Unfortunately 
this is the case with the two skele­ 
tons lately discovered, the larger of which, 
that of the woman, is almost entirely em­ 
bedded in the layer of stones. One arm 
only has left an impression on the ashes ; 
and with this arm she was clasping the 
legs of the child, the greater portion of 
whose body has been modeled, showing 
considerable contraction in the arms and 
legs, and a general emaciation which lead 
us to suppose that the child must have 
been very ill. 
It is believed that it was a 
little boy about ten years of age. 
Doubt­ 
less the woman was the mother of the 
child, and we can hardly suppose that 
she would have carried him had he not 
been unable to walk. Some jewels found 
on the female skeleton indicate a person 
of condition ; two bracelets of gold en­ 
circled the arm which held the boy, and 
on the hand were two gold rings, one set 
with an emerald and the other with an 
amethyst.—[Exchange paper.

Leather 
boots are kept for Sundays and fetes, and 
the smartness on these occasions appear to 
run mostly into the waistcoat, the colored 
braiding on which is almost eastern in its 
gorgeousness. 
The skirts of the women’s 
dresses are gathered into a broad band at 
the waist, a kerchief or shawl being worn 
over the shoulders. 
The hair is plaited 
into a broad band, which is doubled on 
itself ; and the muslin cap has two long 
lappets, or ears, which are folded back 
on the head, forming large loops.

toil-worn stamp very markedly, especially 
the women. 
The bare-legged women and 
girls seem to take their share, or rather 
more than their share, in the hardest field 
labor, and their lot is very far removed 
from what an English eye would like to 
see. 
Many features of the country life 
remind one of Ireland, but the ingrained 
idea of the French peasant to put by francs 
seems to carry them bravely through the 
sternest circarnstances. Still,with all their 
moiling, they must be very poor. 
The 
houses in the out-of-the-way villages are 
little better than hovels, in which the cows 
frequently get the lion’s share of the ac­ 
commodation, with floors of beaten earth, 
and old open hearthB, picturesque, per­ 
haps, but very smoky.

Captain Abney lately read a paper before 
the British Association on the light of the 
sky at high altitudes, baaed upon observa­ 
tions made in the Alps on the Riffel, at a 
hight of 8,500 
feet. 
His investigations 
proved that in nigh altitndes the light of 
tne sky diminishes very mnch, so as o 
make photography d.ffiouir, and that it s 
only a t .nth or a twentieth of tr a t which 
is found on the surface of the earth. Toere 
was a remarkable absence of the rain-bat d 
spectrum. 
On the R ffel he only saw t 
once, and that was during a shower. 
T ' e 
solar sp ctruin was the same on the Riff-1 
as in London. 
He did not believe tb it 
aqueous vapor was preient in the upper re­ 
gions ; at ail events, in the form in which 
it exists below. 
In the red part of the 
spectrum he found that the benzine and 
alcohol which had been found to exist 
in the atmosphere 
actually 
increased 
in strength 
in 
the 
higher 
regions, 
and he could only suppose that benzine 
and alcohol are not of terrestial formation, 
but come to us from space. 
Dr. Glaisher 
said he bad never failed up to five miles in 
getting a deposition of vapor, and there 
was no part of the earth’s atmosphere 
probably in which there was no aqueous 
vapor. 
At a hight of seven miles in a 
balloon he had seen cirrus clouds still 
higher, and there was a great difference 
between the state of the atmosphere in a 
free balloon and on a mountain side. 
Professor S. P. Langley, of Allegheny. Pa , 
in a paper on the distribution of energy in 
the solar spectrum, stated that he had in­ 
vestigated in the infra-red spectrum at a 
hight of 13,000 feet in a very dry region, 
and found that it extends very much 
farther tbau had been mapped heretofore. 
The wave lengths of the visible parts of 
the red end of the spectrum are only one- 
fourth of those in the infra-spectrum, so 
that three-fcurths of the energy were in­ 
visible. 
His observations proved the ex­ 
istence of great gaps in the spectrum, and 
he was inclined to support Abney’s con­ 
clusions on the existence of benzine and 
alcohol in space.

F&iUESSTEIN’S PLAHE-TEEE, 


(High: Hon. Sir Franc:. Bond Head, P. C., K. C. 
H., and Knight of the Prussian military Order of 
Merit, born at Hermitage, near Rochester. l«t Jan- 
narv, 17113 ; died at Croydon, 20th July, 1875. He 
served with the Royal Engineers at Waterloo, and 
nndtrthe Prussian General Ziethen at Fleurus In 
1825 he took charge of an association for working 
the gold and silver mines of Rio de la Plata. A ride 
of six thousand miles suppled the materials for his 
“ Rough Notes of a Journey Across the Pampas'’ 
(1826.) He was next appointed Assistant Commis­ 
sioner of Poor-law fur Kent, and then Governor «f 
Upper Canada, w here he repressed an internal rebel­ 
lion, and repelled an invasion of “ sympathizers" 
from the United States. For this importar,: s rvice 
and among other honors conferred upon him, he 
was created a Baronet in 1833 ; and in 1867 he was 
made a Privy-Coui eilor. His chief works are : 
“ Bubbles from the Brunnen of Nassau" (from which 
we quote); “ Life of Bruce," “ The Emigrant," 
"A Faggot of French Sti ks,” “ A Fortnight ill 
in Ireland," “ Stokers and Pokers,” “ Tire Royal 
Engineer,” “ Narrative of His Administration in 
Upper Canada,” etc. He was awarded 6100 a year 
in recognition of his services to literature ) 
W hat more tbaD ita castle attracted my 
attention in the village of frauenstein was 
an immense plane-tree, the limba of which 
had originally been trained aimoet horizon­ 
tally, until, unable to support their own 
weight, they were now maintained by a 
scaffolding of stout props. 
Under the 
pareatal shadow of this venerable tree the 
children of the village were sitting in every 
sort of group and attitude ; one or two of 
their mothers, in loose, easy dishabille, 
were spinning ; many people were leaning 
against the upright scaffolding; and a 
couple of asses were enjoying the coo! shade 
of the beautiful foliage, while their drivers 
were getting hot and tipsy in a wine shop, 
the usual sign of which is in Germauy the 
branch of a tree affixed to the door-post. 
As I had often heard of the celebrated 
tree of Frauenstein, before which I now 
stood, I resolved not to quit it until 1 had 
informed myself of its history, for which 
I wall knew L.bad only to apply to the 
proper authorities ; for in Germany, in 
every little village there exists a huge 
volume, either deposited in the church, or 
iu charge of an officer called the Schuld- 
heisz, in which the bistory of every castle, 
town, or object of importance is carefully 
preserved. 
The yoang peasant reads it 
with enthusiastic delight ; the old man 
reflects upon it with silent pride ; and to 
any traveler searching for antiquarian 
lore, its venerable pages are most liberally 
opened, and the simple information they 
contain generously and gratuitously be­ 
stowed. 
On inquiring for the history of th¡3 beau­ 
tiful tree, I was introduced to a Eort of 
doomsday-book about as large as a church 
lithle ; and when I compared this volume 
with a little secluded spot so totally un­ 
known to the world as the valley or glen 
Frauenstein, I was surprised to find that 
the autobiography of the latter could be so 
bulky—in short, that it had so much to 
say of itself. But it is the common weak­ 
ness of man, and particularly, I must ac­ 
knowledge, of an old man, to faEcy that 
all his thoughts, as well as actions, are of 
vast importance to the world; why, there­ 
fore, should not the humble Frauenstein 
by pardoned for an offense which we are all 
in the habit of committing ? 
In this ancient volume the rigmarole his­ 
tory of the tree was told with so much ec­ 
centric German genius, it displayed such a 
graphic description of high-born sentiment 
and homely life, and altogether it formed 
so curious a specimen of the contents of 
these strange sentimental village histories, 
that I venture to submit the following 
literal translation, in which the German 
idiom is faithfully preserved at the ex­ 
pense of our English phraseology. 
The old Count Kuno Beized with a trem­ 
bling hand the pilgrim’s staff ; he wished 
to seek peace for his soul, for long repent­ 
ance consumed his life. Years ago he had 
banished from his presence his blooming 
son, because he loved a maiden of ignoble 
race. Tbe son, marrying her, secretly 
withdrew. For some time the Count re­ 
mained in his castle in good spirits—looked 
cheerfully down the valley—heard the 
stream rush under his windows—thought 
little of perishable life. His tender wife 
watched over him, and her lovely daughter 
renovated his sinking life ; but he who 
lives in too great security is marked in the 
end by the hand of God, and while it takes 
from him what is most beloved, it warns 
him that here is not our place of abode. 
The “ hausfrau” (wife) died, and the 
Count buried the companion of his days ; 
his daughter waB solicited by the most 
noble of the land, and because he wished 
to ingraft this last shoot on a noble stem, 
he allowed her to depart, and then, solitary 
and alone, he remained in his fortress. So 
stands deseited, upon the summit of the 
mountain, with withered top, an oak !— 
mose is its last ornament—the storm sports 
with its last few dry leaves. 
A gay circle no longer fills the vaulted 
chambers of the castle—no longer through 
them does tbe cheerful goblet’s “ clang” 
resound. The Count's nightly footsteps 
echo back to him, and by the glimmer of 
the chandeliers the accoutered images of 
his ancestors appear to writhe and move on 
the wall as if they wished to speak to him. 
His armor, sullied by the web of the vigi­ 
lant spider, he could not look at without 
sorrowful emotion. Its gentle creaking 
against the wall made him shudder. 
“ Where art thou,” he mournfully ex­ 
claimed ; “ thou who art banished? O, 
my son, wiit thou think of thy father, as 
he of thee thinks—or * * art thou dead ? 
And is that thy flitting spirit which rus­ 
tles in my armor, and so feebly moves it ? 
Did I but know where to find thee, will­ 
ingly to the world’s end would I in re­ 
pentant wandering journey—so heavily it 
oppresses me what 1 have done to thee ! I 
can no longer remain forth I will go to 
the God ot Mercy, in order, before the 
image of Christ, in the Garden of Olives, 
to expiate my sins !” 
. 
So spoke the aged man—enveloped his 
trembling limhsin the garb of repentance— 
tojk the cockle-hat—and seized with the 
right hand (that formerly was accustomed 
to the heavy war-sword) the long pilgrim’s 
Btaff. Quietly he stole out of the castle, 
the steep path descending, while the por­ 
ter looked after him astounded, without de­ 
manding “ W uither ?” 
For many days the old man’s feet bore 
him wide away ; at last he reached a small 
village, in the middle of which, opposite to 
a ruined castle, there stands a very ancient 
plane tree. Five arms, each resembling a 
stem, bend towards tbe earth, and almost 
touch it. The old men of former times 
were sitting underneath it, in the still 
evening, just as the Count went by ; he was 
greeted by them, and invited to repose. As 
he seated himself by their side, “ You 
have a beautiful plane tree, neighbors,'’ he 
said.“ Yes,” replied the oldest of the men, 
pleased with the praise bestowed by the 
pilgrim on the tree : “ it was nevertheless 
l’LANTED IN BLOOD !” 
“ How is that?” said the Count. 
“ That will I also relate,” said the old 
man. “ Many years ago there came a 
young man here in knightly garb, who had 
a young woman with him, beautiful and 
delicate, hut, apparently from their long 
journey, worn out. Pale were her cheeks, 
and her head, covered with beautiful golden 


1 cks, hung upon her conductor’s shoulder. 
Timidly he looked round—for, from some 
reason, he appeared to fear all men ; 
yet, in compassion for his feeble com pan 
ion, he wished to conduct her to some 
secure hut, where her tender feet might 
repose. 
There, under that ivy-grown 
tower, stands a lonely house belonging to 
the lord of tbe castle ; thither staggered 
the unhappy man with his dear burden, 
but scarcely had he entered the dwelling 
than he was seized by the Prince, with 
whose niece he was clandestinely eloping. 
Then was the noble youth brought bound, 
and where this plane-tree now spreads its 
roots flowed his young blood ! The maiden 
went into a convent : but before she dis­ 
appeared she had this plane-tree planted 
on the spot where the blooi of her lover 
flowed ; since then it is as it a spirit life 
were in the tree that cannot die, and no 
one likes a little twig to cut off, or pluck 
a cluster blossom, because he fears it would 
bleed.” 
“ God’s will be done !” exc!a:med sud­ 
denly the old Count, and depasted. 
“ That’s an odd man I” said the most 
venerable of the peasants, eyeing the stran­ 
ger who was hastening aw ay; “ he must 
have something that heavily oppresses his 
soul, for he speakB not and hastens away; 
but, n-ighbore, the evening draws on apace, 
and the evenings in spring are not warm. 
I think in the white clouds yonder, toward 
the Rhine, are still concealed some snow­ 
storms ; let us come to the warm hearth.” 
The neighbors went their way, while the 
aged Count, in deep thought, passed up 
through the village, at the end of which 
he found himself before the churchyard. 
Terrific black crosses looked upon the trav­ 
eler—the graves were netted over with 
brambles and wild roses—no foot tore 
asunder the entwinement. On the right 
hand of the road there stands a crucifix, 
hewn in rude art. From a recess in its 
pedestal a flame rises toward the bloody 
feet of the image, from a lamp nourished 
by the hand of devotion. 
“ Man of sorrow,” thus ascended the 
prayer of the traveler, “ give me my son 
again—by thy wounds and sufferings, give 
me peace—peace ! ” 
He spoke, and turning round towards 
the mountain, he followed a narrow path, 
which conducted him to a brook, close un­ 
der the flinty, pebbly, grape hill. The soft 
murmurs of its waves rippling here and 
there over clear bright stones harmonized 
with hia deep devotion. Here the Count 
found a boy and a girl, who, having picked 
flowers, were watching them carried away 
as they threw them into the current.

“ Dear mother !” said the boy, “ if the 
castle of the aged man is empty, I can 
surely, when I am big, go thither ?” 
“ And leave me here alone ?” said the 
mother. 
“ No ; you will also go !” said the hoy, 
warmly ; “ how beautiful it is to look 
from the hight of a castle into the valley 
beneath 1” 
“ He has a true knightly mind,” said the 
Count ; “ is he born here in the valley ?” 
“ I’rayer and labor,” said the mother, 
‘ is God’s command, and they are better 
than all the knightly honors that you can 
promise the boy ; he will, like hiB father, 
cultivate the vine, and trust to the bless­ 
ings of God, who rain and sunshine gives. 
Knights sit in their castles, and know not 
how much labor, yet how much blessing 
and peace, can dwell in a poor man’s h u t! 
My husband was oppressed with heavy Bor­ 
row ; alas ! on my account was his heartfelt 
grief; but since he found this Hut, and works 
here, he is much more cheerful than 
formerly ; from the tempest of life he has 
entered the harbor of peace—patiently he 
bears the heat of the day ; and when I 
pity him, he says, ‘ Wife, I am indeed 
now happy !’ 
Yet frequently a troubled 
thought appears to pierce his soul. I 
watch him narrowly—a tear then steals 
down his brown cheeks. Ah ! surely he 
thinks of the place of his birth—of a now 
very aged gray father ; and whilst I see 
you. a tear also comes to me—so is perhaps 
now ”— 
At this minute the little girl interrupted 
her, pulled her gently by the gown, ahd 
spoke— 
“ Mother ! come into the kitchen ; our 
father will soon be home.” 
“ You are right,” said the mother, leav­ 
ing the room ; “ in conversation I forgot 
myself.” 
In deep meditation the aged Count sat 
and thought, “ Where may, then, this 
night my son sleep ?” 
Suddenly he was roused from his deep 
melancholy by the lively boy, who had 
taken an old hunting-spear from the corner 
of the room, and placing himself before the 
Count, said— 
“ See ! thus my father kills the wild 
boar on the mountains—there runs one 
along ! my father cries ‘ Huy ! ’ and im­ 
mediately the wild boar throws himself 
upon the hunter’s spear : the spear Bticks 
deep into the brain ! it is hard enongh to 
draw it out!” The boy made actions as if 
the boar was there. 
“ Right so, my boy!” said the aged 
man ; “ but does thy father, then, oiten 
hunt upon these mountains ?” 
“ Yes ! that he does ; and the neighbors 
praise him highly, ard call him the valiaDt 
extirpator, because he kills boars which 
destroy the corn.” 
In the midst of this cooversa‘ion the 
father entered ; hi* wife r»n towards him 
pressed his sinewy hand and spoke : 
“ You have had again a hot laboring 
day. ” 


Yes,” said the man ; “ but I find the 
heavy pickax light in hand when I think 
of you. God is gracious to the industri­ 
ous and honest laborer, and that he feels 
truly when he has sweated through a long 
day.” 
“ Our father is w ithout!” cried suddenly 
tbe boy, threw the hunter’s spear into the 
rcom, and ran forwards. The little girl 
was already hanging at his knees. 
“ Good evening, father !” cried the boy ; 
“ come quick into the room—there sits a 
Btranger man—a pilgrim whom I brought 
to you.” 
‘1 Ah ! there you have done well,” said 
the father ; “ one must not allow one tired 
to pass one’s gate without inviting him in. 
Dear wife,” continued he, “ does not labor 
well reward itself, when one can receive 
and refresh a wanderer ? Bring us a glass 
of our best home-grown wine— I do not 
know why I am so gay to-day, and why I 
do not experience tbe slightest fatigue.” 
1 nus spoke the husband-—went into the

After the prayer, so the 
parson’s story tuns, Johnson sprang to hia

, I think 
that prayer will pull us through.” And 
the prayer, according to the parson’s be­ 
lief, did pull the Union army through, as 
it so happened that, from that time on, the 
Federal troops fought their battles with 
greater success. At another time the 
fighting parson, while urging his comrades 
to make a charge, shouted, “ Give them---- 
thunder, boys.” He has been a very suc­ 
cessful minister in his time, but since the 
war has labored under the belief that the 
Almighty, himself and Andy Johnson 
should be given the credit cf bringing the 
war to a close —[St. Louis Republican. 
A T e s t o f E n d u ra n c e .— A novel ex­ 
periment to test the endurance of the offi­ 
cers of the Cavalry Brigade of the Imperial 
Guard stationed at Warsaw was performed 
a fortnight ago. Ten officers, chosen by 
lot. and their commander, General Strou- 
koff, rode 133 miles on a course laid out 
around the Mokatoff Plain, adjoining W ar­ 
saw, between the hours of 6:30 A. M. and 
5:30 P. M. They chaDged their horses as 
often as they wished, in most cases five or 
six times, and rested only twenty minutes 
during the day. They were weighed before 
starting, and at the end of the trial all were 
found to have lost except General Strou- 
koff, the average loss being about four 
pounds. Neither the men nor their horees 
appeared to be much fatigued.

BOW TO SWIM. 
1 A writer in Knowledge gives these direc­ 
tions : The swimmer is supposed to be 
simply balancing himself in the water when 
he prepares to try the movements now to 
be described. Placing the hands together 
close to the breast, with the wrists touch­ 
ing the collar banes, or nearly 90, the palms 
downward and in horizontal plane with the 
closed fingers, the swimmer launches his 
arms forward to their full reach in front of 
him, grill keeping his hands together. 
While he is doing this he kicks his legs ont 
backward to their full extent, and so as to 
throw the feet as far apart as possible. Of 
these movements only the latter is propul­ 
sive. The former merely brings the arms 
to the right position for their backward 
propulsive stroke. 
But though the legs and feet being kicked 
out backward produce a propulsive effect, 
especially if the feet are well planted, as it 
were, against the water during their back­ 
ward sweep, yet it is not in this morion 
that the legs do the moat effective part of 
their propelling work. The arms are now 
to be carried backward with a powerful 
sweep, the hands being held in a slightly 
cup-shaped form and the strok-i being taken 
with just so much downward movement, 
and no more, as ¡9 necessary to counteract 
the tendency of the head to sink when the 
support of the hands is removed. While 
the hands are thus brought toward the 
hips, the legs are to be brought forcibly 
together, like the legs of a pair of shears 
when we close it. 
It is in this 
movement that the legs produce their 
greatest propulsive 
effVct, an 
effect 
which many who think they ka. v how to 
swim entirely lose, simply kicking their 
legs straight out backward, and then draw 
ing them up under them for the next 
stroke. This drawing up of the legs un­ 
der tbe abdomen mast only be begun when 
the legs have been forcibly brought to­ 
gether, both perfectly rigid till they are 
iu contact. 
The closing movement of the legs is 
completed whiie the arms are doing their 
backward stroke. 
Ttie legs are then 
drawn uptunder the stomach, the feet be­ 
ing bent hick as we stand on tiptoe, while 
the hands are brought to their first position i 
by passing from the hips to the chest, the 
palm and fingers as it were gliding over the 
body. Then the movements dr scribed are 
repeated. The arms are thrust forward as 
before ; the legs are kicked o u t; then, 
while the Lgs are brought forcibly to­ 
gether, aud afterward carrn-d forward, the 
arms take their propulsive stroke backward 
to the hips. Then the movements are re­ 
peated, and so on, till the swimmer is tired, 
or thinks it well to change his stroke.

To those who view the matter rightly, 
the late political upheaval throughout the 
country is a vindication of popular intel­ 
ligence. We have frequently of late ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the politicians 
were presuming on the supposed credulity 
of the people, and that they were in dan 
ger of being very rudely undeceived in 
that respect, and the event confirms 
the accuracy of our prevision. In the 
Eastern States the people have had causes 
of dissatisfaction which though con­ 
spicuous enough, aud though sufficiently 
discussed, seem to have been obstinately 
ignored by the politicians. The course of 
Congress has been tor some time past 
eminently unsatisfactory. The most un­ 
precedented ertravagaDce in appropria­ 
tions has characterized its proceedings on 
the one hand, while no attention has been 
paid to the popular demand for redaction 
of taxation. Tbe politicians have ignored 
the tariff discussion entirely, and have 
acted precisely as though the subject had 
never been mentioned pnblicly. The ap 
pointment of the Tariff Commission was 
a clumsy and perfectly transparent device 
to stave off reform which was urgently 
demanded. It was made manifest that 
tbe llepublican party was under the con­ 
trol of the 1'rotectiouist beneficiaries of the 
tariff; that the Republicans in Congress 
had been persuaded by a few wealthy man­ 
ufacturers to turn a deaf ear to the popu­ 
lar demand for relief; and that the party 
policy was to maintain the iniquitous tariff 
taxes indefinitely. This was made evident by 
the introduction of bills to abolish almost 
all the Internal Kevenne taxes, the obvious 
purpose being to make reduction ef the 
tariff impossible, by compelling the coun­ 
try to depend upon the tariff for revenue. 
At the same time it was made apparent 
that the great surplus was attracting 
swarms of parasites aud adventurers to 
Washington, and that the Republican Con­ 
gressmen conld not be trusted to defend 
the treasury any longer. The monstrous 
Arrears of Pensions bill opened the eyes of 
the country in that regard. It was seen 
that in that case the Republicans had actu­ 
ally voted solidly, and without a word of 
remonstrance, for a measure which plun­ 
dered the treasury to the enormous amount 
of §120,000.000 and upwards, and which 
literally provided for the creation and 
maintenance of a whole class of swindlers 
and impostors. Nothing but the rankest 
demagogism can explain the passage of that 
bill. The fact that both parties were afraid 
to oppose it lest their opponents should 
make capital out of such opposition is con­ 
clusive proof that the reasonings which 
controlled party action on that occasion 
were of the lowest and meanest order,.and 
such as would appeal only to the sordid 
understandings of pot house politicians. In 
ali such instances, moreover, the extraor­ 
dinary inability of the professional politi­ 
cians to measure popular intelligence, is the 
most amazing feature. These men think 
the American people incapable of distin­ 
guishing between truth and falsehood. 
That is one of the gross errors which have 
led to the present political revolution, or 
rather bouleversement, as the French would 
call it. 
It is to be observed that the politicians 
almost always attribute to the people the 
very lowest order of intelligence. They 
seem to think that any subterfuges, how­ 
ever crude and clumsy, will suffice to de­ 
ceive them. 
Nothing could have been 
stupider than the Tariff Commission, as a 
blind, yet it was evidently thought all­ 
sufficient. 
So, too, the votes -on the 
Arrears of Pension bill, and that on the 
River and Harbor bill, were evidently 
thought to be masterpieces of strategy, 
whereas they were the most apparent and 
conspicuous acts of demagogism that could 
be conceived. Take the platforms of the 
party, again. The Republicans had the 
impudence to “ point with pride ” to their 
recent record. Apparently they thought the 
people were ignorant of what was passing 
in the world. And instead of facing the 
real issues of the day these were evaded or 
ignored, and the flimsiest devices were put 
forward to divert public attention from 
them. The fact is that the politicians 
have been for a long time mistaking popu­ 
lar patience for popular gullibility. It 
took a great deal to exhaust the national 
confidence in the Republican party, but 
the demagogues have succeeded in doing it 
at last. And all tbe time that they were 
preparing this overwhelming disaster for 
themselves, the stupid dolts were congra­ 
tulating themselves upon their own smart­ 
ness, and the ease with which they suc­ 
ceeded in duping the people. They thought 
at last that they could afford to do any­ 
thing. After Garfield’s death they threw 
off all concealment. The “ machine” was 
openly paraded. Hnbbell and his “ volun­ 
t a r y contributions” were regarded as 
capital jokes. Every kind of reform w as 
pooh-poohed. 
The most notorious corrup­ 
tionists were treated as honored counselors 
by the party leaders. All this the people 
saw and noted. 
There is no blindness like that of the 
professional politician. They think them­ 
selves phenomenally sagacious, whereas 
they are the stupidest of the stnpid. There 
are no people so utterly incapable of inter­ 
preting public opinion. They cannot read 
the storm signals which are thrown out. 
They mietake the murmur of popular anger 
for the stirrings of popnlar applause. And 
so they go on in their folly and iniquity 
until all of a sndden the thnnder rolls and 
the lightning darts, and the earthquake 
brings their houses abont their ears. But 
it is the most forcible indication of popular 
judgment and intelligence when a revolu­ 
tion such as the present is thns swiftly 
accomplished. For it proves that the 
American people, though sometimes slow 
to protect themselves, though often exhib­ 
iting an endurance which may be mistaken 
tor apathy, are never nnmindfnl of 
governmental affairs, and that when the 
necessity arises they know where and 
when 
to 
strike, 
and 
how 
to 
strike so that no second blow is needed. 
And this capacity to Bee, and to judge, and to 
punish, demonstrates that the intelligence 
of the people is above factional intelligence, 
and that it will not tolerate party degrada­ 
tion for any length of time. The same 
superior insight and keenness of perception 
and moral force will be employed in the 
formation ef new parties capable of sup­ 
planting the old ones, because free from 
the corruptions and crudities of the latter. 
Demagogues may take a leseon from recent 
events alto. Those events declare plainly 
that it is useless to employ again the shal­ 
low devices which have been successful in 
the past; that popular education has gone 


far beyond their tricks ; that the low cun­ 
ning of ward politicians canDOt any more 
be utilized ; that, in short, a very mnch 
higher form of political deception must be 
devised before tbe American people can be 
gulled again. No doubt this will be sad 
news to a great many people, bnt it is one 
of the most obvious and unavoidable de­ 
ductions from the late “ tidal wave.” 


THE DEMOCRACY AND THE TARIFF. 
It is now evident that the Democratic 
party will have control of the next Con­ 
gress, and by majorities which will enable 
it to legislate. The party acquires power 
at the moment when national sentiment is 
being consolidated against the abases of 
tbe tariff. There may not be aB yet that 
popular comprehension of the whole ques­ 
tion which would take shape in a demand 
for Free Trade, but there is unquestion­ 
ably a pronounced conviction that Protec­ 
tion has been overdone, and that the 
present effect of the Tariff is to injure 
commerce and manufactures, and to de­ 
spoil the many for the doubtful advantage 
of a few. Under these circumstances the 
Democrats acquire control of Congress. 
The duty of the party is clear. Its policy 
also is not dubious. The question is 
whether its leaders will recognizs the 
one and follow the other. 
We shall 
not be surprised if they fail to 
grasp their opportunity, for we do not 
give them credit for statesmanlike quali­ 
ties. The fact is that the Democracy is 
suffering from dry-rot, precisely the Bame as 
is the Republic»n party. There is no Dem­ 
ocratic statesman of even mediocre ability 
in Congress to-day, nor is there any such 
man in the front ranks of the party. All 
its most prominent men of late have been 
mere tricksters and “ machine” manipu­ 
lators, like Tilden and Randall. It is 
therefore hardly to be expected that it 
should have the sagacity to make use of 
its great opportunity, and cement its 
power by undertaking the revision of the 
Tariff in a thorough way. The natural 
disposition of its present leaders would be 
toward temporizing. They would be more 
concerned about the spoils of victory than 
about the policy of the future. And they 
would be inclined to sell out to the pro­ 
tected interests, as their predecessurs have 
done before them. The opportunity, nev­ 
ertheless, is a great one. There has not been 
since I860 so favorable a juncture for the ad­ 
vancement of the old-fashioned Democratic 
Free Trade doctrine. Protection is already 
discredited. 
The Great West stands 
ready to follow the lead of those who will 
relieve it from its tariff burdens. 
If Ftee 
Trade is made the issue of the timejthere is 
scarcely a Western State which can be 
counted upon to stand by the Republican 
policy on that head. Nor can the Demo’ 
crats hope to avoid the necessity of deal­ 
ing with this question. Circumstances are 
ench that if neither of the old parties has 
the sense or the courage to take it up, 
the people will organize a new party which 
will sweep the country. If the Democrats 
let slip this opportunity, in short, they will 
never get such another. In that event 
there will be created a new party, which 
will have its rise in the West, and which 
will take the place of the old Democracy. 
It remains to be seen whether the Demo­ 
crats will have the capacity to cope with 
the situation. 


THE DECLINE OF THE STUMP. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer recently ob­ 
served that “ stnmp speaking, as a means 
“ of rousing the people to political action, 
“ has fallen into a decline.” This is not a 
new observation, but it certainly has de­ 
rived very striking confirmation fron. the 
recent campaign in this State. It may be 
said that the test was made as fairly as it 
ever has been. It was noted at the begin­ 
ning of the campaign that all the best 
speakers were on the Republican aide. 
The head of the ticket was a fluent and 
practiced speaker, and he was supported 
by men like Edgerton, Woods, Morrow and 
other veterans of the stump and the forum. 
On the other hand the head of the Demo­ 
cratic ticket did not speak at all, or so lit­ 
tle as not to count for anything. And the 
Republican speakers made a most thorough 
canvass of the State. They, or some of 
them, were in every part of it, and they all 
made long speeches. Yet the result does 
not justify the conclusion that all their 
speakiDg changed a single vote. Estee 
made himself generally known to thousands 
of people. Stoneman stayed at home. Yet 
the man who canvassed the State is de­ 
feated, and the man whs went nowhere 
and said nothing is elected by 10,000 ma­ 
jority. Truly it appears that in politics 
speech may be silvern, but silence golden. 
There has never been more stump speak­ 
iDg done in California than this year, aad 
the Republicans unquestionably out-talked 
their opponents in the field. But the peo­ 
ple listened to them, heard all they had to 
say, apparently disbelieved them, and cer­ 
tainly went and voted against them. 
It might be argned from this, as indeed 
it often has been argned, that the press is 
taking the place of the stump altogether. 
Yet there are some facts which it is diffi­ 
cult to reconcile with this theory. For 
example, everyone can call to mind in­ 
stances of journals which, possessing large 
circulation, and being conducted with 
ability, yet have utterly failed to convince 
the voters. Indeed in the recent campaign 
the failure of the journaU which supported 
the Republican ticket was quite as marked 
as that of the stump-speakers. The ex­ 
planation of this perhaps is that the people 
are less capable of being led as they in­ 
crease in intelligence. When the press 
reasons correctly from the facts which are 
accessible to all alike, the people agree with 
it, and it may seem to be leading them. 
But the moment it attempts crooked reas­ 
oning, and tries to misrepresent and distort 
the facts of the situation, the people 
ignore it, and go their own way is direct 
opposition to it. And there is another 
consideration in regard to the alleged de­ 
cline of the stnmp. The indifference of 
the people to stamp-speakiDg may after all 
only be one of the consequences of that 
disintegration of parties which is so plainly 
proceeding at the present time. When 
parties represent principles which are be­ 
lieved in firmly by their followers, those 
who represent those principles are sure to 
bare attentive and enthusiastic hearers. 
But when, as now, both the parties are 
living npon tradition, and all their activity 
and energy is attributable mainly to the 
Inst of office, it is impossible to interest 
the masses in stump-speaking. 
The influence of the press, like that of 
the stamp, mast depend in the long ran 
upon the truth cf the messages it delivers. 


Sincerity, earnestness, candoraud temperate 
discussion, will always command respectful 
attention from intelligent men. But when 
deliberate and persistent efforts are made 
to make the worse appear the better canse, 
the press, like the stump, ceases to exert 
any influence. In the late campaign this 
was exemplified so clearly that there can 
be no doubt about it. The people were 
resolved to rebuke demagogism, whether 
ou the Btump or in the sanctum, and they 
could not be turned from their purpose by 
any sophistries. They had made up their 
minds upon the central facts, and argument 
and appeal failed to move them. We hear 
sometimes of wonderful cases in which 
communities have been persuaded to do 
this or that, by persistently forcible ap­ 
peals. But it may be regarded as certain 
that the only cases in which the semblance 
of real conversions occur are those in 
which the press and the public had reached 
the same conclusions from the facts placed 
before them. Of course there are excep­ 
tions to this. There are times when com­ 
munities are carried away by passion and 
prejudice, and when they refuse to hear 
reason. At such times, however, they are 
certain to commit mistakes which they 
will subsequently regret, and eventually 
they are compelled to return to tbe path of 
sobriety. 
That the press exerts a wider and more 
permanent influence than the stump, is 
indubitable, however. It is a constant 
means of presenting facts and arguments. 
It talks to the public every day. It fol­ 
lows up events with appropriate commen­ 
taries. In this way it can and does almost 
insensibly influence public opinion, bnt even 
at its best it is liable to lose its influence 
if it mistakes a turning, and opposes itself 
to the current popular view. That it will 
at no distant period supplant the stump, 
seems evident. In certain cases it may 
continue to be desirable that candidates 
should show themselves and talk to the 
people ; but the latter must more and more 
take their information as to the strength 
or weakness of candidates from the news­ 
papers, and care lees and less for the ut­ 
terances of the candidates themselves. No 
doubt the _stump will retain a certain in­ 
fluence in far-removed country districts 
long after it has ceased to possess any gig. 
nificance in the cities. This is natural, 
and therefore to be expected, but party 
leaders will before long realize that as a 
means of changing opinion the stamp is 
nearly obsolete and futile, and they will 
learn to employ the campaign funds in 
more fruitful ways. 


GLADSTONE AND HOME RULE. 
The telegraph has failed to convey to us 
the substance of that Bpeech of Mr. Glad­ 
stone in which he is said to have declared 
himself in favor of home rule for Ireland, 
and it is therefore out of our power to form 
any judgment as to the significance of what 
he said. If, indeed, he has declared him­ 
self in favor of home rule, he must have 
already made up his mind to bring forward 
a measure providing for that change. It 
is to be presumed that before entering upon 
so radical a step he has sounded the Lib­ 
eral party. Of course, also, it will be im­ 
possible to determine what he means by 
home rule until he has spoken much more 
plainly. If he is prepared to go the length 
of a new Irish Parliament on Stephen’s 
Green, it is probable that he will have his 
work cut out for him, and it is question, 
able whether he conld rally the Liberals as 
a unit in support of any such measure. 
But there is a body of English Liberals 
who hold that it would be the part of 
wisdom 
to let Ireland try home 
rule, 
even 
thongh some oi 
them 
do not believe in the possibility of its sue- 
cess. These politicians argue that until it 
has been conceded and tried it will always 
be possible for the Irish party to claim 
that it is a panacea ; but that if it is con­ 
ceded, and fails after a fair trial, it cannot 
possibly leave the relations between the 
two countries in a worse condition than 
they are at present. Of coarse an Irish 
parliament would not imply separation. 
That mast be regarded as entirely out of 
tbe question under any circumstances. 
Such a body would exercise powers analo­ 
gous to tho9e of the Dominion Parliament. 
It would be confined to local legislation. 
Whether this kind of home rule would 
satisfy Ireland more than twenty-four 
hours or so, may perhaps be doubted, bnt 
if Mr. Gladstone’s Government is prepared 
to concede so much, and if it possesses the 
strength to pass such a measure through 
Parliament, that would inevitably mark 
the utmost limit of concession, and conse­ 
quently if it did not cure the existing dis­ 
affection it would lead directly to a worse 
state of things. 


PROHIBITION IN IOWA NULLIFIED. 
And now it appears that after all the 
excitement and controversy concerning the 
adoption in Iowa of the constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the manufacture or 
sale of any intoxicating drinks in that 
State, the prohibition is a myth. Judge 
Hayes, of the District Court, has just de­ 
cided that the amendment was not legally 
incorporated with the Constitution, and ia 
therefore invalid, and this decision appears 
to be based npon facts which completely 
justify it. The grounds of the decision are 
that the Act itself and the votes by which 
it was passed were not spread upon the 
journals of the Legislature in the manner 
required by law, and that the same Act did 
not pass both Houses of the Legislature. 
The details of the case record blunders so 
gross that one is compelled to snspect col­ 
lusion for the express purpose of invali­ 
dating the amendment. It appears that 
the Act which the Senate adopted was not 
identical with the Act which the House 
adopted. The Senate bill was very sweep­ 
ing. It prohibited not only the sale and 
mannfactnre of liquor as a beverage, but 
also its use for any purpose, even medicinal, 
sacramental, or any other. Tbe House bill, 
which was the one voted on by the people, 
merely prohibited the mannfactnre and 
sale of intoxicating liqnor as a beverage. 
It is plainly quite incredible that the two 
Honses should have passed different bills, 
and tbe fact not be known, unless there 
was an organized undertaking to conceal 
the truth. It cannot be believed that the 
advocates of Prohibition were cognizant of 
thia fatal defect in the legislation. And 
yet the whole snbject had been discussed 
in Iowa for several years, and when the 
matter was going through the Legislature 
it must certainly have been watched with 
eagerness by a great many people. In­ 
deed, the more we reflect upon the at­ 
tendant circumstances tbe more difficult it 
become* to explain the singular blunder 


which has nullified the will of the major­ 
ity and made tbe prohibitory amendment 
of no effect in law. Nor is it easy to see 
what remedy there is for the situation. 
For it cannot now be set down as a cer­ 
tainty that the same amendment would be 
adopted a second time. Since its adoption 
in Jane the people of Iowa have had op­ 
portunity to realize that it does not 
operate as they thought it would. In 
fact it has been a dead letter from the 
first in all the places where it was 
thought to be most needed, and has only 
been observed in the parts whicn would 
have been temperate without it. It is, 
therefore, possible that tbe friends of Pro­ 
hibition, or at least some of them, have 
lost confidence in it. Again, the Ohio 
election has had a tendency to discourage 
Prohibition legislation, while the still more 
recent Democratic " tidal wave ” must 
operate yet more powerfully in the same 
direction. Seeing that the* amendment 
was originally adopted by ¡10,000 majority, 
however, it is also possible that there may 
be a sufficiently powerful Prohibition sen­ 
timent in the State to carry it again. Cer­ 
tainly the peoplo will have tc determine 
before long whether they wiM make 
another trial, or let it go. For, as the 
case stands, Iowa has no Prohibition law, 
and of course the manufacturers and deal­ 
ers in liquors will not be elow to avail 
themselves of the destruction of the legal 
fence, and will proceed to make hay while 
the sun shines. Outside of Iowa, how­ 
ever, it is very certain that Prohibition has 
sustained a severe check, which will prob­ 
ably hinder its advaace for a considerable 
period. 
MR GEORGE’S UPHILL TASK. 
The Chicago Tribum thinks that Henry 
George will have an uphill task in per­ 
suading the people of the United States 
that it is for tbeir interest to adopt his 
plan of land nationalization. It shows that 
in 1880 there were 4,008,907 farms in the 
country ; that of these farms 2.984,300 
were occupied by the owners, 322,337 were 
rented for money rental, and 702,244 were 
rented for shares of the products. Itshows 
that of the 50,000,000 people in the United 
States, one-half are engaged in agricult­ 
ure ; while to these must be added the 
owners of town and village and city lots, 
with the improvements upon them. And 
it says : “ When Mr. George starts out'to 
“ confiscate this land which these people 
“ have bought and paid for, and which 
“ they have improved and made product- 
“ ive with their earnings and savings, he 
“ will find that he must first eject and dis- 
“ possess the entire population engaged in 
“ agriculture, and he mast next dispossess 
“ that portion of the total population 
“ which own and occupy tbe city, town 
“ and village lands throughout the coun- 
“ try.” Perhaps this is not altogether a 
correct statement of what Mr. George pro­ 
poses. He wishes to avoid the pecessity of 
any dispossession or eviction, by simply 
placing all taxes' upon land, and in 
that way extinguishing its property 
value to the present owners. The most 
fatal defect of his plan may be 
thought by many to consist in the 
fact that in estimating the probable conse­ 
quences of his measures he ha9 absolutely 
no data to proceed upon, but is compelled 
to make assumptions whose value it is im­ 
possible to ascertain. No such method 
has ever been tried in any country. The 
land nationalization scheme has to some 
extent been applied, but without produc­ 
ing any of the beneficent results predicted 
by Mr. George. In this country, however, 
the increase of farms is a constant process. 
Between 1S70 and ISliO it was 00 per cent. 
At the same rate it cannot be many years 
before four-fifths of the population will be 
directly or indirectly attached to the land. 
Even now it is a perfectly safe assertion 
that no such doctrine as Mr. George’s can 
find foothold in the United States so as to 
become a serious issue ; and since the in­ 
fluences which are against any such doc­ 
trine ate rapidly and constantly extending, 
it may be said to be self-evident that he 
will have to go elsewhere if he wishes to 
have a practical test of his project made. 
Where to advise him to go, however, we 
do not know, for there is nu country in 
the civilized world at all prepared to try 
such an experiment at present, and it is 
highly improbable that the opportunity 
will ever arise for putting it in operation. 


RECEIVING NEW LIGHT. 
The San Francisco Chronicle observes : 
** The chief strength of Herbert Spencer’s 
“ criticism of our railway system lies in its 
“ judicial calmness and its extreme mod- 
“ eration.” This remark shows what an 
enlightening effect a thoroughly good chast­ 
ening may produce. Nobody who read the 
Chronicle during the late campaign could 
have supposed that it entertained any such 
views as the above. Nobody could have 
supposed it to entertain any other theory 
than that the chief strength of its own 
criticism of the railway system of the State 
lay in its violent ferocity and its absence of 
everything approaching to moderation. 
But the Chronicle has been chastened, and 
now it can perceive that Herbert Spencer’s 
judicial calmness and extreme moderation 
constitute the chief strength of his crit­ 
icism. Certainly this is a hopeful indica­ 
tion. It is even credible that our contem­ 
porary may presently be brought to realize 
that calumny, detraction, mendacity, and 
misrepresentation, are after all very poor 
agencies with which to bnild np a “ legiti­ 
mate jonrnali8tic influence.” Let us hope 
that the lessons of the late campaign may 
be converted to the permanent benefit of 
our sinful contemporary, and that through 
them it may be brought to lead a cleaner 
life.

WHAT WILL THEY DO WITH IT? 
The question of civil service reform is 
obviously one with which the Democrats 
in Congress will now be called upon to 
deal. It will be a very embarrasaing sub­ 
ject for them, for no doubt the newly- 
elected Congressmen are as little inclined 
that way as the old members. But the 
American people have views on this iBsue 
which are fast crystallizing into the form 
of an urgent demand for reform, and the 
Democrats can hardly aff&rd to signalize 
their return to power by imitating the 
worst faults and evasions of their prede­ 
cessors. It is true that the Democratic 
party has a habit of doing a great many 
things which it cannot afford to do, and 
therefore it may follow the old practice in 
this matter. The fact that the Democrats 
in Congress have heretofore urged radical 
measures of reform at times when they 
knew those measures could not pass, af­ 
fords no indication as to what course they 
will pursue now that they are to be in 
power themselves. Their inclinations as 
“ practical ” politicians would undoubtedly 
lead them to prefer evasion. 
While 
they were in opposition they could see 
nothing but iniquity in Hubbell’s plan of 
“ voluntary contributions,” and in the em­ 
ployment of the public service by the 
Virginia and Pennsylvania “ Bosses” to 
carry out their partisan schemes. But now 
they will be quick to see how much can 
be done for their own party by the same 
flagitious methods, and they will be loath 
to put such a machinery out of their reach. 
The pressure upon them for reform is not 
likely to be very great from their own side, 
and perhaps they may thick that it is 
safe to disregard the suggestions of the Re­ 
publican press. Yret if they cannot bring 
themselves to put their hands to Civil Ser­ 
vice reform and Tariff reform, it needs no 
gift of prophesy to foresee that their lease 
of power will be comparatively short 
The key to the situation is tbe fact that 
they owe their present success to Repub­ 
lican votes. If Jhey have not the sagacity 
to bear that fact in mind, and to keep it 
before them constantly, they will suffer 
for their folly. 


HOW IT WORKED. 
It is evident from the count of the San 
Francisco vote that Doyle’s candidacy cut 
far more into Humphrey’s than into Clay 
ton’s strength. The latter appears to run 
behind his ticket- about a thousand votes, 
whereas Humphreys is four or five thou­ 
sand behind the lowest on the Democratic 
ticket. A logical inference from this is 
that Doyle’s support was not mainly de­ 
rived from the San Francisco merchants, 
as was alleged during the canvass. For the 
majority of the San Francisco merchants 
are Republicans, and it now appears that 
nearly four-fifths of Doyle’s vote must have 
been Democratic. Clayton does not fall 
far behind his ticket, but Humphreys 
does. All this tends to show that the 
alleged mercantile backing of .John T. 
Doyle was as mythical as most of the other 
allegations put forward by the journal 
which advocated his election. 


THE NEXT LEGISLATURE. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


The announcement by the Khedive’s 
Government that the Joint Control is abol­ 
ished appears to have exasperated a portion 
of the French press greatly. It is difficult 
to Dnderstand what else they conld have 
anticipated, however. It was not to be 
supposed that after England had borne the 
heat and burden of the day in Egypt, at 
very great coat to herself, she wonld per­ 
mit France to resume her former position 
in the Joint Control. The French journals 
are probably right in ascribing the Khe­ 
dive's announcement to the influence of 
Lord Dufferin. There can be no doubt 
that the measure is one which he would 
have been very likely to suggest or sup­ 
port. It ia equally clear that it is the in­ 
terest of England to get rid of French inter­ 
ference in Egypt, and that the shortest way 
to that end is to abolish the Joint Control. 
The French Government we presume is far 
too conscions of the difficulties of its posi­ 


A meeting of property-own era of the 
southern portion of the oity was held 
Thursday evening in Tammany Hall, at 
the corner of Eighth and Folsom streets, to 
take steps to establish an organized defense 
against suits commenced by Charles Duane 
to recover possession of lands and damages 
for their alleged illegal use and occupation. 
The suits are old revived tide land pro­ 
ceedings commenced several yearB ago. 
Thursday night about 8 o’clock several 
parties in the vicinity of Green-street 
wharf heard a splash in the water alongside 
the dock, and instinctively recognized that 
a man was overboard, although no outcry 
was made. William Gribbin and Peter 
McGowaD, two boatmen, with Harbor 
Policeman Pomeroy, put out in a boat and 
made a thorough search with a light, but 
succeeding in finding nothing but a black 
felt hat, nearly new, floating about forty 
feet from the wbarf. The hat was taken 
to the North Harbor Station, where it may 
be seen by anyone seeking to identify its 
owner, it is supposed the man was a 
drunken sailor. 
Charles Rowe, a boy about 11 years old, 
residing with his parents at No. 2511 Post 
street, Thursday afternoon was found in a 
vacant lot on the corner of Scott and Eddy 
streets, bleeding from a jagged wound in 
the forehead. Upon being taken to a drug­ 
store in the vicinity he said he had been 
kicked by a horse. 
Subsequently he 
changed his story, saying that a schoolmate 
struck him with a rock. His stories were 
somewhat disconnected and upon it being 
ascertained at the City Receiving Hospital 
that the skull was fractured and that the 
bone was pressing upon the brain, it was 
the conclusion that the boy did not know 
how he had received his injuries. The 
police surgeon found it necessary to trepan 
the skull. His chances for recovery are 
considered good. 
In dredging oat the new slip formed 
where the old Mission-street pier stood, 
after removing a depth of twenty feet of 
'mud, a basket case containing one doz»n 
bottles of Tennent’s ale was exhumed. It 
must have fallen into the bay before the 
old pier was built, twenty years ago. It 
may be an old forty-niner, a reminiscence 
of the flush times of California. Tbe straw 
in which the basket and bottles were en­ 
veloped was black and rotten. The basket 
itself looked as if it might have been left 
there by Sir Francis Drake, whose visit to 
this then solitary coast has faded almost 
into a tradition. A bottle of the ale has 
been sampled, and, strange as it may seem, 
it is perfectly good. The bottle opened 
with a pop, the amber liquor foamed, and 
the flavor—or whatever it is called—was as 
fine ; in fact, age and its submarine sepul­ 
ture seem to have improved its quality.

After passing the 
conventional (or 
better, the unconventional) ordeal of the interviewers, Modjeska has been 
biographized in one of our leading weekly newspapers ; and now certain of the 
other “ stars 1 mentioned are receiving attention from those delegates of the press, 
who do more or less toward manufacturing public opinion, as concerning the 
merits or demerits of th *se fortunate or unfortunate individuals, who depend 
for happiness or success upon public patronage. 
Professionally, the reputation 
of each of the “ stars” noticed, «ave that oi Mrs. Langtry, is an accepted fa c t; 
it yet remains for play-goers to decide wnether, without her reputation for 
beauty, Mrs. Langtry has or has not claimed to be regarded as an artist iu the 
profession she has adoptee. 
And already, to American eyes, her physical attrac­ 
tions are regarded with question. 
The truth is, we are more accustomed to 
beauty in womeu in America than are Europeans ; and the fair "Je rsey L ily” 
need hardly be surprised if criticism here, by compsrisou, be not as favorable 
and as flattering as tne wholesale praise of her in London would w arrant her 
to expect. 
However, we shall see ; while your correspondent heartily wishes 
her an abundant increase to her stock of histrionic laurels at least. 
In the 
meantime dressmakers, milliners and cloak-makers are busy in devising “ some­ 
thing to wear” for the fairer portion of the audiences destined to grace placee 
of am usem ent; and with the chill th at has pervaded the air for the last two 
week*, the burden of interest rests on wraps. 
We can hardly imagine bow the 
weather is with you ; b at here, already, furs are considered, and our merchants 
are doing largo business iu heavy cloaks. 


As remarked iu a letter of weeks ago, the English jacket, as the outside 
garment of general utility, is of im portant consideration, while the pelisse or 
redingote is the garment seltcted in the place of tbe jacket, by ladies who de­ 
light in being regarded as iu fuli rapportc with the mode. 
Both the English 
jacket aud the redingote or pelisse are seen in tbe fashionable cloaking materi­ 
als—ap|>earing as well in seal-skin, plush and velvet. 
A departure from old 
style in these garment» is seen iu the slashing cf the central seam of the back, 
the ba k dividing from the bottom to the hips, to display the drapery on the 
back of the costume ; or the necessary fullness being given the wrap by inserting 
in the slashed central scam of the back, fan plaiting, this being of depth corre­ 
sponding with that of the garment, and either of the material of which the wrap 
is m ad;, stout aatia surah, or gros grain silk. 
M any of these wraps are en­ 
riched with embroidery of stout soutache, or braid, in araba-que and m ilitary 
designs; aud some of them, intended to do service in midwinter, are bordered 
with fur. 
The nse of the stouter aud warmer cloths needed for the colder 
weather of the iatter weeks of autum n and winter* has driven out of sight the 
running which trimmed the redingotes of early autumn. 
The popular finish is 
a stitched hem ; or, when braided, the design furnishes the needed finish ; while 
the fluffiness of the ruche is secured by bordering of lynx, black m arten, or other 
light aud fleecy fur. 


For common service, the ulster cloak is again at election, and varying the 
ulster the raglan cloak com a in for a share of attention, the latter, as you are 
doubtless aware, being a much more elaborate garment than the former, end 
distinguished by the ptaitiug in the skirt, and its deep cardinal cape. 
The 
stoutest and heaviest cloths manufactured for cloaking purposes come iuto 
requisition for the ulster ; while the raglan, though a recognized utility wrap, 
because of its more elaborate style, must be made of less heavy materials. 
The 
mixed ecru, mixed grey, cheviot-striped and checked cloths are noticeable in 
these two wraps, and the usual finish is a stitched hem, with large handsome 
buckhorn or crochet buttons. 


For more dressy toilets the dolman is the fashionable cloak ; and this runs 
through almost as many modifications of .style as there are varieties in bonnets 
and hats. 
A nd judging from the luxury which the dolman, iu the extreme of 
the mode, has taken on, the time has not yet come when our Legislators deem it 
advisable to pass laws restricting indulgence in dress. 
Imagine, if you please, 
a cloak made of brown satin brocade of the heaviest texture and rarest design, 
lined with steel-grey moire antique, and trimmed with bordering at the bottom, 
up the fronts and on the sleeves, snd collar of Russian sable far, selling at the 
moderate price (and moderate, indeed, when the trimming is considered) oi $1 550 ; 
and yon will have an idea of a class of cloaks laid out before us for inspection. 
In our climhte, fur bordering will prevail to an unusual extent, and fur-lined 
cloaks will be very much worn, while rat-tail chenille fringe, in some models, 
shadowed by a rutfl j of hand run Spanish lace, ami this headed by passe-men- 
terie of jet or of iridescent beads, supplemented by heavy tasselled cords and 
medallion* to match, constitutes the objective garniture for cloaks intended for 
weather or a climate less severe than ours in mid-winter. 
All varieties of the 
finer grades of the fashionable cloths, woolen and silk matelaeee cloths, messina 
cloth, in silk and in wool, brccaded and embossed velvets and plushes, plain 
satin, satin surah and gros prain silk, are all employed in cloak-making ; and 
while black is the standard line in the dolman cloak, the ecru, grey and checked 
cloths, are seen in dolmaus intended for ordinary wear ; and the daik-browns, 
green* and blues, in the silk stuffs, vary the prevailing black in this cloak, 
in 
the m -jority of modifications, the fleeveof the present dolmau is of the square 
Hungarian style, in some patterns formed from the back, and in some being ase) a­ 
rate piece and crossing the shoulders ; and of this character are the sleeves to 
the new modifications bearing, variously, the names, “ The K stort ” aud “ The 
Princess”—the sleeve of the latter being somewhat narrower aud more nearly 
approaching the coat shapo than that of the latter. 
In an occa*ional cloak we 
have noted the continuance of the baggy Japanese sleeves—a style, by the by, 
which 
gives 
the 
effect of 
great 
comfort in 
the wrap, 
and 
is by 
no 
m esas 
ungraceful; shawl-shaped 
sleeves 
crossing 
the 
shoulders 
distinguish 
some of the 
most 
attractive of 
the 
recent 
cloaks, aud 
some of them have the elegant curved sleeves, attached to the side seams of the 
back, which characterized the graceful “ Medicis" cloak of last winter, 
t'loaks 
of diagonal and other of the heavier cloth* are simply finished with a hem, 
sometimes stitched and sometimes overlaid with fur bordering,while the utmost 
lnxnry appears in the garniture of cloaks made ot tie ailk etuffi—chenille 
fringe, beaded fringe, Spanieh lace in hand-run and soutache ¡tracery designs, 
beaded passementerie, marabout galloon, and bows ef satin rihbou, all being 
called into requisition to add their elegance or for desired i fleet. 
In some 
models we note a double front, the objective front of the wrap falling square 
down from the neck extremity of the shoulder seam, over a front of velvet or 
of plush th at closes up ou the chest; and some models are finished with drapery 
covering the lower half of the sleeve and meeting in tbe center of the back, 
under a great bow of wide satin ribbon, small bows down the front fnrniehiDg 
corresponding trimming. 


Certain modifications of the dolman have plaiting down the center of the 
bsck, from the neck to the extremity, and this plaiting is curved in accordance 
with tbe lines of the figure ; and in some models corresponding plaiting ¡appears 
on the front of the cloak. 
Plaited drapery finishes the sleeves, and on the sides 
are large square pockets formed of plaiting, as frequently running crosswise as 
lengthwise. 
I t will be readily understood th at tbs elaborate cloaks described 
are of the silk cloaking m aterials; and many now rich in fringe and lacs will 
soon be relieved of present garniture, to be trimmed with bordering of fur. 
Of 
tbe furs employed for trimming purposes we notice particularly beaver, in both 
natural color and dyid brown, plucked and three-fourths plucked ; plucked 
otter, black marten or Alaska sable. Bn-sian and Hudson’s Bay sable, black 
fox, blue fox and fox argente, or dyed silver fox. Canada lynx, chinchilla and 
natural coon. 
Sealskin continues in undiminiahed demand for jackets and 
cloake, 
B ut in reference to furs, a word now and then in the future. 
In oar 
next letter we propose to tell you e imething about opera wraps, with hint* in 
reference to bonnets for evening wear, the rage now being for the capote,

Following closely upon the heels of Ju'odjeska came Salvini, Nilsson and 
Mrs. Langtry; Patti is expected ere 
loDg; and Capou! returned tw us; 
and our own 
Miss Thursby—our 
pride 
and our pleasure—always 
delightful, and never disappointing—what a plethora of entertain­ 
ment is before us for the winter. 
After paaeiog the conventional (or 
bitter, the unconventional) ordeal of the interviewers, Modjeska has been 
biographized in one of our leading weekly newspapers ; and now certain of the 
other "stars” mentioned are receiving attention from those delegates of the press, 
who do more or less toward manufacturing public opinion, as concerning the 
merits or demerits of th >ae fortunate or unfortunate individuals, who depend 
for happiness or success upon public patronage. Professionally, the reputation 
of each of the “ stars” noticed, >ave that of Mrs. Langtry, is an accepted fact; 
it yet remains for play-goers to decide whether, without her reputation for 
beauty, Mrs. Langtry ha3 or has not claimed to be regarded as an artist in the 
profession she has adopted. And already, to American eyes, her physical attrac­ 
tions are regarded with question. The truth is, we are more accustomed to 
beauty in women in America than are Europeans ; and the fair "Jersey Lily” 
need hardly be surprised if criticism here, by comparison, be not as favorable 
and as flattering as tae wholesale praise of her in London would warrant her 
to expect. However, we shall see ; while your correspondent heartily wishes 
her an abundant increase to her stock of histrionic laurels at least. Ia the 
meantime dressmakers, milliners and doak-makers are busy in devising “ some­ 
thing to wear” for the fairer portion of the audiences destined to grace places 
of amusement; and with the chill that has pervaded the air for the last two 
weeks, the burden of interest rests on wraps. We can hardly imagine how the 
weather is with you ; but here, already, furs are considered, and our merchants 
are doing largo business in heavy cloake. 
As remarked in a letter of weeks ago, the English jacket, as the outside 
garment of general utility, is cf important consideration, while the pelisse or 
redingote is the garment seiieted in the place of the jacket, by ladies who de­ 
light in being regarded as iu full rapporti with the mode. Both the English 
jacket and the redingote or pelisse are seen in the fashionable cloaking materi­ 
als—appearing as well in seal-skin, plush aud velvet. A departure from old 
style in these garments is seen in the slashing cf the central seam cf the back, 
the bark dividing from the bottom to the hips, to display the drapery on the 
back of the costume ; or the necessary fullness being given the wrap by inserting 
in the slashed central seam of the back, fan plaiting, this being of depth corre­ 
sponding with that of the garment, and either of the material of which the wrap 
is made, stout satia surah, or gros grain silk. Many of these wraps are en­ 
riched with embr fidery of stout soutache, or braid, ia arabesque and military 
designs; and some of them, intended to do service in midwinter, are bordered 
with far. The use of the stouter and warmer cloths needed for the colder 
weather of tho latter weeks of autumn and winter* has driven oat of sight the 
ruching which trimmed the redingotes of early autumn. The popular finish is 
á stitched hem ; or, when braided, the design furnishes the needed finish ; while 
the fluffiness of the ruche is secured by bordering of lynx, black marten, or other 
light aud fleecy fur. 
For common service, the ulster cloak is again at election, and varying the 
ulster the raglan cloak comes in for a share of attention, the latter, as you are 
doubtless aware, being a much more elaborate garment than the former, aud 
distinguished by the plaiting in the skirt, and its deep cardinal cape. The 
stoutest and heaviest cloths manufactured for cloaking purposes come into 
requisition for the ulster ; while the raglan, though a recognized utility wrap, 
because of its more elaborate style, must be made of less heavy materials. The 
mixed ecru, mixed grey, cheviot-striped and checked cloths are noticeable in 
these two wraps, and the usual finish is a stitched hem, with large handsome 
buckhorn or crochet buttons. 
For more dressy toilets the dolman is the fashionable cloak ; and this runs 
through almost as many modifications of.style as there are varieties iu bonnets 
and hats. And judging from the luxury which the dolman, iu the extreme of 
the mode, has taken on, the time has not yet come when our Legislators deem it 
advisable to pass laws restricting indulgence in dress. Imagine, if you please, 
a cloak made of brown satin brocade of the heaviest texture aDd rarest design, 
lined with steel-grey moire antique, and trimmed with bordering at the bottom, 
up the fronts and on the sleeves, and collar of Russian sable fur, selling at the 
moderate price (and moderate, indeed, wheD the trimming is cousidtred) of $1.350 ; 
and you will have au idea of a class of cloaks laid out before us for inspection. 
Iu our climate, fur bordering will prevail to an unusual extent, and fur-lined 
cloaks will be very much worn, while rat-tail chenille fringe, in some models, 
shadowed by a ruffij of hand run Spanish lace, and this headed by passe-mea- 
terie of jet or of iridescent beads, supplemented by heavy tasselled cords and 
medallions to match, constitutes the objective garniture for cloaks intended for 
weather or a climate less Bevere than ours iu mid-winter. AU varieties of the 
finer grades of the fashionable cloths, woolen and silk matelarse cloths, messina 
cloth, in silk acd in wool, brocaded and embossed velvets and plushes, plain 
satin, satin surah and gros-yrain silk, are ail employed in cloak-making ; and 
while black is the standard line in the dolman cloak, the ecru, grey and checked 
cloths, are seen ic dolmans intended for ordinary wear ; and the dark-browns, 
greens and blues, in the silk stuffs, vary the prevailing black in this cloak. Ia 
the majority of modifications, the rleeve of the present dolman is of the square 
Hungarian style, in some patterns formed from the back, and in some being a sepa­ 
rate piece aud crossing the shoulders ; aud of this character are the sleeves to 
the new modifications bearing, variously, the names, “ The Ristori ” and " The 
Princess ”—the sleeve of the latter being Bomewhat narrower and more nearly 
approaching the coat shape than that of the latter. In an occasional cloak we 
have noted the continuance of the baggy Japanese sleeves—a style, by the by, 
which gives the effect of great comfort iu the wrap, and is by 
no means ungraceful; shawl-shaped 
sleeves 
crossing 
the 
Bhoulders 
distinguish some of the most attractive of the recent cloaks, and 
some of them have the elegant curved sleeves, attached to the side seams of the 
back, which characterized the graceful “ Medicis” cloak of last winter. Cloaks 
of diagonal and other of the heavier cloths are simply finished with a hem, 
sometimes stitched aod sometimes overlaid with fur bordering, while the utmost 
luxury appears in the garniture of cloaks made ot tie silk stuffi—chenille 
fringe, beaded fringe, Spanish lace in hand-tun and soatache (tracery designs, 
beaded passementerie, marabout galloon, and bows of satin ribbon, all being 
called into requisition to add their elegance or for desired effect. In some 
models we note a double front, the objective front of the wrap falliDg square 
down from the neck extremity of the shoulder seam, over a front of velvet or 
of plush that closes up on the chest; and some models are finished with drapery 
covering the lower half of the sleeve and meeting in the center of the back, 
under a great bow of wide satin ribbon, small bows down the front furnishing 
correspouding trimming. 
Certain modifications of the dolman have plaiting down the center of the 
back, from the neck to the extremity, and this plaiting is curved in accordance 
with the lines of the figure ; and in some models corresponding plaiting |appears 
on the front of the cloak. Plaited drapery finishes the sleeves, and on the sides 
are large square pockets formed of plaiting, as frequently tunning crosswise as 
lengthwise. It will be readily understood that the elaborate cloaks described 
are of the silk cloaking materials; and many now rich in fringe and lace will 
soon be relieved of present garniture, to be trimmed with bordering of fur. Of 
the furs employed for trimming purposes we notice particularly beaver, in both 
natural color and dysd brown, plucked and three-fourths plucked ; plucked 
otter, black marten or Alaska sable, Ru-sian and Hudson's Bay sable, black 
fox, blue fox and fox argente, or dyed silver fox, Canada lyrx, chinchilla and 
natural coon. Sealskin continues in uudiminished demand for jackets and 
closka. But in reference to furs, a word now and then in the fnture. In our 
next letter we propose to tell you something about opera wraps, with hints in 
reference to bonnets for evening wear, the rage now being for the capote, 
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Distance of Fm it Trees Apart—The Au­ 
tumn spring—a Boom in Hop 
Culture—Etc. 


In our remarks upon the sui ject of plant­ 
ing out fruit orcnards we have heretofore 
omitted any reference to the important sub­ 
ject of the distance apart they should be 
planted. It is evident that some kinds of 
trees may be planted much nearer than oth­ 
ers. It is also evident that the soil may be 
an important factor in deciding the distance 
apart traes should be planted. Another con­ 
sideration may be tbs system adopted and 
carried out as to pruning the trees. As to 
the kind of trees, apple trees should be plant­ 
ed further apart than pear tree?, for 
the 
reaaon 
that apple 
trees grow 
larger th»n pear trees, and for the 
f :rther reason that the habit of the apple i* 
to spread much more than the pear tree. The 
roots of apple trets also run farther, and ex­ 
tract more moisture from the soii than pear 
trees do, and require more nourishment. 
For these reasons they should be planted 
further apart. Both pear and apple trees 
should be planted further apart than peach 
trees, for the reason that the. are longer- 
lived trees and grow to be larger than does 
the peach. As to the apricot and nectarine 
their habits of growth are similar to those of 
the peach, and the rule that applies to the 
formar may also bs properiy applied to the 
latter. The question of soii is a complicated 
one as to the distance apart that trees shouid 
be planted. If on a deep, rich soil, it is evi­ 
dent that trees of all kinds will tend tc grow 
longer than on a shallow, poor soil. And it 
is also evident that there is greater fertility 
in a small space on snch rich soil than in a 
larger space on such p .or soil. The one fact, 
therefore, should seem to be a reason why 
trees should be planted further apart, so that 
their spreading and luxuriantly-growing 
branches should not intertwine and shade 
Bach other and the fruit they bear. 
The same fact, viz.: the richness of 
the soil, would seem on the other hand 
to be a reason why they might be planted 
nearer together, for the reason that there is 
fertility sufficient in the soil to support in a 
luxuriant state any number of trees to a given 
space. On the other hand, in shallow and 
poor soil, trees will remain comparatively 
small, and it would seem, therefore, that 
they might without irjury be planted nearer 
together. There is, however, another and 
contrary reason in this question, to w it: if 
the soil is shallow and lean it will not give to 
trees stfficient nourishment if they be planted 
near together, and therefore it would be 
policy to plant them at a good distance apart. 
Experience has solved these seeming con­ 
tradictory propositions by adopting a medium 
course as to distance, and by addipg fertiliz­ 
ing ingredients to the poor soil as the trees 
become of age and require artificial assist­ 
ance. There is generally an inclination to 
plant all kinds of trees too near together, and 
hence we feel called upon to caution all 
against this inclination. W e may remark, 
however, that in our dry, sunshiny climate 
trees seem to hear closer planting than in a 
climate where shady aod damp weather pre­ 
vails during the time of ripe meg of fruit, 
providing always that there is sufficient 
fertility and moisture in the soil to 
give the fruit all the nourishment needed to 
complete their full size and bring out their 
natural color and flavor. Practice has shown 
that about 24 to 30 feet is the proper distance 
at which apple trees should be planted 
Pear trees will bear to be planted at about 
20 to 24 feet, and psacb, apricot, nectarine 
and plum trees may be planted from 1(5 to 20 
feet apart. _ Some very successful orchardists 
have sometimes planted peach aDtl nectarine 
trees alternately with apple trees, planting 
the apple trees the above distances. They 
have adopted this plan for the reason that 
the peach being so much shorter-lived than 
the apple, it will have arrived at lull size and 
at its best bearing stage, aod begun on its 
decay before the apple will have attained to 
its full size and bearing age. 
There is no 
doubt but this pi IQ will bring quicker 
and better retnrns from the land, provided 
that the soil be adapted both to the apple and 
the peach. Others adopt the plan of plant­ 
ing vegetables, as corn orp.itatoes, between the 
rows of their fruit trees while they are young 
—say for from four or five years after being 
first set out. In this way the cultivation neces­ 
sary to keep down the weeds in the orchard, 
ana to retain the moisture in the soil at the 
same time, cultivates the vegetables, and the 
crop of vegetables may be made to more than 
pay for the labor of cultivating the orohard. 
This practice should not be adopted, how­ 
ever, if the vegetables are likely to take so 
much moisture from the soii as to rob the 
trees of any of the necessary ouantity to keep 
them in a vigorous growing condition. With 
plenty of water and means for artificial irri­ 
gation, there can be no objection to making 
use of the space between the trees for vegeta­ 
ble culture, providing the fertility of the soil 
be kept up to a pood standard. 
It is very difficult to keep the sap suffi­ 
ciently plenty and in circulation lively enough 
the first summer after transplanting, in the 
items or bodies of fruit trees, to prevent the 
hot afternoon sun from burning the bark on 
the south or southwest side. Mulching, as 
we have before remarked, will help to ward 
off the danger very much, and so will plenty 
of moisture. But even iu the most favorabie 
circumstances of moisture and mulching, the 
sun is sometimes too hot for the tender bark 
of the young tree. When the least scald or 
checking of the circulation of the sap takeB 
place, then there Í6 a strong invitation for the 
borer to deposit her eggs there, and the next 
step we find that the little larva is making 
its way into the wood of the tree, leaving a 
dead patch on the surface. The safest plan 
for preventing this trouble is to shade the 
stem of the tree the first season after plant­ 
ing with a thin board set up so as to shade 
the stem, say from 2 to 4 o’clock P. M. In­ 
stead of a board, if not handy, then 
if 
may 
be wound with an 
old sack or any old cloth, so that the sun can 
not hit it fairly. We have heretofore recom­ 
mended that the stems of fruit trees be kept 
as short as possible, by inducing the limbs to 
start as near the ground as they can. It is 
sometimes objected to this plan that the low 
limbs prevent cultivating near the trees with 
horse and plow or cultivator. We recognize 
the fullest force of this objection, but do not 
consider it an offset to the advantages it se­ 
cures in the protection of the stems of the 
trees from injury from the sun and borers, 
and in keeping the fruit near the ground to 
make handy and economical pickii g. It 
is too often the case that summer cultivation 
of orchards is suspended too early in the sea 
son. Cultivation should be continued as long 
as weed Beed of any kind continues to ger­ 
minate. Weeds growing in ayourg orchard in 
the fall injure and retard the growth of the 
trees more than they do in the spring of the 
year. In the latter part of summer and the 
autumn is the season that yi.ungtreesought to 
and will, if the soil is properly cultivated aud 
kept clean of weeds, make the best and mcst 
rapid growth. Especially will they do »o the 
first season after transplanting, or rather the 
same sason of transplanting. The spring 
and early summer is occupied in overcoming 
the shock of remov.ng and replanting, and 
the latter part of summer and fall should be 
the season of rapid and heaithy growth, and 
if properly cared for will be. 


The Autumn-Spring a Reality, 
When our first rains came this fail we sug­ 
gested the probability that we should have 
one of those warm, growing autumns which 
have once or twice before occurred in this 
State since 184!'. Our suggestion has been 
realized to a degree we did not then dare to 
anticipate. While the rains coming so early 
did considerable damage to wheat in the 
stack and sack, and injured a considerable 
quantity of hay in most all parts of the 
State, the fine, warm, damp, growing weather 
since has to a great extent repaired the dam­ 
ages, and perhaps more than repaired them. 
It is now the 10th day of >ovember, and the 
new grain sown on summer-fallowed land is 
as large and covers the soii as well as it gen­ 
erally does in March and April. Feed is 
luxuriant everywhere, and, except milch cows 
and wotking teams, no stock has required to 
be fed hay or grain in any of the valiey or 
foothill portions of the State. Tue rates so 
far have nearly all been in the nature 
of spring showers rather than uiutor 


storms. ^ Between showers the sun shines 
out bright and warm, aDd as it falls 
np n the moist, warm soil it has more of 
me color and effect of the sunshine cf April 
than the ordinary slanting and pale rays of 
November. We have in this vicinity had 
out two or three nights of a frosty character, 
and in these cases Jack came and went 1 ke a 
stranger, leaving but a slight impression of 
tiis visit behind him. Forest and orchard 
trees hold their leaves yet to greater extent 
than at any time heretofore at this time of 
the ytar within our recollec'ion, and this ex­ 
tends back to the fall of '49. These leaves 
have more than usually put on the bright 
colors they assume in ordinary seasons in the 
New England an 1 Northern States on the 
Atlantic elope and in portions of the Eastern 
Continent, where the rains generally come as 
they have here this year before the frost ba» 
stopped the growth of the treeB aDd driven 
the sap from the foliage. A ride along tbe 
banka of moet any of aur California rivers at 
Shis time cannot fail to remind one of that 
charming effect produced by the highly col­ 
ored foliage to be seen in similar drives 
along the banks of the Hudson or Connecti­ 
cut rivers in the months of September and 
Wctober. The effect of the California scenery 
is comparatively'more pleasing and deligh'ful 
than that of the Eastern scenery on account 
f the greater profusion here of bright green 
in the landscape. As before stated, all cur 
fields now present the appearance of being 
carpeted with the green colors of April, and 
etp.-cially the alfdfa meadows at this time 
are clothed with the dark green so peculiar 
to this clover when in luxuriant growth. The 
contrast between the variegated colors of tbe 
forests and orchards and the deep greeu of 
the alfalfa meadows at the present time is 
peculiarly pleasing and delightful. 
But 
leaving the beautiful of tbe landscapes uow 
everywhere presented to the California trav­ 
eler and turning again to the practically use­ 
ful side of the subject under consideration, 
we may remark that never before in Califor­ 
nia was there so early in the fall so great 
an area of wheat in the ground, and never 
before at this time was sowing going on so 
rapidily as now. The present indications are 
that the crop of 1883 will be not only one 
of the largest, but the largest ever produced 
in the State. 
A Boom In Hop Culture. 
It is very natural, considering the price of 
hops this season, and the financial success 
that has come to those engaged in the busi 
ness, that there should be something of a 
boom in their cultivation for a year or two at 
least in this Sti-ts. We have noticed in ths 
vicinity that an unusual number of hop poles 
are being cut and prepared for use next 
season. A number of farms containing good 
hop lands and willow thickets have also 
charged hands lately about here at prices 
very satisfactory to the sellers, and we sup­ 
pose also to the huyere. These preparations, 
we think, are mostly being made by theee 
who have been in the business, and who are 
extending their operations, though there are 
some new beginners to be noted among the 
proposed hop-raisers for next year. There is 
good reason to believe that hops will bring 
good prices for at least two seasons yet, and 
they may much longer. It will be impos­ 
sible, so those who are in the bu-iuess say, 
to overi-tock the markets with hops short of 
two very good crops, and it is improbable 
that the markets will be so overstocked with 
three good crops as to put prices below good 
paying rates. When a man can raise his own 
p des and hops in California, he is in ary 
event able to make a good average paying 
business of it, and certainly hae an excellent 
pro-pect of getting a good start within 
the next three years. 
At the pres­ 
ent prices one crop may be made 
to pay the full cost cf the land above all ex­ 
penses. Certainly no other culture offeis so 
g.-od a prospect in this or any other State. 
With thete facts acknowledged it is not sur­ 
prising that there should be something of a 
b lom in tbe hop business. The greatest won­ 
der is that the boom has not exhibited itself 
more fully than it has. There is no difficulty 
about obtaining plenty of good roots and 
plenty of good land to set them out on, and 
there is plenty of idle capital that might be 
profitably employed in building up hop yards 
iu this vicinity. There is also plenty of labor 
at cheap rates seeking such employment as 
an increase in the hop business would bring. 
We see no reasoD, than fore, why this is not a 
good time for a hop boom about Sacramento, 
Begin a Vegetable Garden. 
Every farmer and every housekeeper who 
has a spot of land large enough should em­ 
brace this favorable weather to make a be­ 
ginning for a vegetable garden. Lettuce, 
onione, carrots, beets, parsnips, cabbage, tur­ 
nips and radishes may all be planted now, 
with a certainty that they will grow well and 
produce a good variety of fresh home-raised 
vegetables for the table. Why, then, not 
plant them ? 


THE ART PRESERVATIVE AND ITS HISTORY 


A GREEK VILLAGE CHURCH. 
On Sunday, almost before daylight, the 
bells began to ring for morning service, 
and the peasants, who are early risers, 
were soon flockiDg into the little church. 
Not only the villagers came, but the people 
from surrounding farms ; and from my 
window I saw the priest-, who had come 
from a distance, dismounting from his horse 
and answering the salutations of his parish- 
¡oners, who perhaps had the more regard 
for him because he did not live among 
them, but came only once in a fortnight to 
conduct services. I had been told that 
there was to be a second Liturgia said at 
7 o’clock for the master and family ; so 
I waited till that hoar, when we all 
walked down together. Oa entering the 
church we found there a goodly number of 
peasants who had not been able to get 
to the early mass. As is the custom in the 
Greek church, the congregation remained 
standing during the entire service, the 
men on the right and the women on the 
left. They were very devout in manner, 
looking toward the picture of the Virgin 
near the altar, and to her they addressed 
their prayers in a low voice, their only mo­ 
tion being the frequent sign of the cross. 
Several mothers were there, holding ba­ 
bies in their arms, with small children 
clingiDg to their skirts. 
The little ones 
crossed themselves with their tiny fingers 
in imitation of their elders. Sometimes a 
person coming in would step forward, put 
down a small coin and light a little taper, 
which he would put into the candle­ 
stick, sayiug a prayer for the soul of a 
dead friend, or would kiss the picture 
of the Virgin. The priest, who officiated 
at th« altar, had exchanged his usual black 
robe for a gayly-colored one of some com­ 
mon Btuff, and his hair, always concealed 
under his high cap, except in church, hung 
down in heavy black curls over his 
shoulders. He went through the prayers 
in a loud, nasal chant, and read the Gospel 
in the same tone, with great Bpeed, assisted 
in hiB dutiej by a peasant lad, whom he 
had trained, and who was probably des­ 
tined to be a priest. The worshipers made 
their responses with fervor, and after the 
doxology was said went up and kissed the 
priest's hand, and the Bible which he held. 
This was handsomely bound in silver and 
gold, set with colored stones, and was a 
family relic; so also was the sacred picture, 
worn and effaced, as if it dated from 
Byzantine days. Tne Greeks often have 
these valuable religious pictures hanging 
on the wall, at the head of the bed, and a 
devout soul keeps a lighted taper burning 
day and night before them. As we came 
out of church, the people all crowded 
about Mr. and Mrs. X., who shook hands 
with each one, and made inquiries after all 
their concerns. The peasants were dressed 
in their best clothes, and looked neat and 
thrifty ; and what especially struck me 
was tbe entire ease aDd dignity of their 
bearing ; there was no apparent shvness, 
and their greeting to us, the strangers, was 
most cordial and hearty, each putting out 
hie hand to shake ours.—[E. W. Felton in 
November Atlantic.

The re- 
su t is said to be a gradual impalement, 
since the plant grows at the rate of from 
two to four feet in a day, and the young 
s uot cannot be turned aside. 


It is difficult to say at what period of 
the world's history people did rot have 
ideas upon this subject, whieh were the 
germs of what was to come in after ages. 
The impression of the hand or foot, or of 
some other object, made in soft mud or 
clsy and then hardened by time, or biked 
by tbe heat of tne sun, must hsve sug­ 
gested a simple and intelligent mode of 
conveying an idea, before the invention of 
any kind of writing. 
Accordingly these 
and other signs are found to compose the 
chief characters of tbe earliest writings of 
which we have any knowledge, and which 
are called symbolic. 
We find certain evidence that more than 
2 000 years before our era a method of 
multiplying impressions, or, in other 
words, printing existed ; and if we come 
down to the time of the great city of Baby- 
Ion, which owed its chief ereatness to 
Nebuchadnezzar, who died 561 year» be­ 
fore Christ, we see the brick with which 
every important structure was composed 
the name of that wicked king is stamped 
thereon ; and the stamping must have been 
done with a die or type, on -which was 
raised characters capable of producing an 
impression. Tneruinsof Babylon at this day 
consist mainly of three mounds : 1. Babil, 
probably the temóle cf Belos. 2 The 
Kasr, or palace of Nebuchadnezzar. This 
is an irregular square, about 700 yards 
each way, surmounted with the remains of 
a square structure, the wa!le of which are 
composed of burnt brick of a cale yellow 
color, of excellent quality, bound together 
with lime cement and stamped with the 
name of Nebuchadnezzar. 3 A mound 
now called Amran, of irregular triangular 
shape, and supposed to be the ruins of a 
palace older than Nebuchadnezzar’s, for 
bricks have been found there inscribed 
with the names of more ancient kings than 
he. That it should have been thought 
worth while to print inscriptions upon ma­ 
terial destined to be built into their dwell­ 
ings, argues that the process was not only 
an uncommon one, but also that there 
probably existed at the Bame.time a mere 
advanced and more elegant mode of im­ 
printing in their domestic and ornamental 
arts. In fact, we have specimens existing 
of articles of different form and sizes, from 
a foot high to the size of a signet—to which 
purpose the latter were probably applied, 
as their shape indicated they had been 
worn as fiDger rings, or hung about the 
neck like a charm or amulet—and all 
stamped with some characters. After this 
a long time elapsed before the practice of 
transferring characters from a die to any 
substance, or, in other words, printing was 
known to any, even comparatively civilized 
people. 
There is reason to believe that printing 
from characters engraved upon wooden 
blocks was known to the Chinese in the 
sixth century, though we scarcely hear 
anything of its application for four centu­ 
ries after, until the advantages of the art 
became so manifest that we are told that in 
932 lung Taou and Le Yu, two ministers 
of the Latter Han, memoralized the throne 
to have the "Nine Classics”—which had 
hitherto existed only in the manuscript— 
revised and printed, and in about twenty 
years copies were in circulation. But it 
was not until the close ot the thirteenth 
century that most of tbe literature of 
former ages, which had also existed only 
as writing upon manuscripts, had been 
printed. 
The original method of printing was 
from blocks of woods. Tne subject to be 
printed was written upon paper, which 
was then laid face downward upon a 
smooth block of hard wood, to the surface 
of which the ink was transferred. All of 
the wood, except the mked lines, was then 
cut away with a sharp instrument, leaving 
the letters or characters in relief. Each 
plate thus made formed a page, and the 
printing was done by first inking tbe char­ 
acters and then pressing a sheet of paper 
upon them, either with the hand or a soft 
brush, thus giving the impiesaion. Block 
printing, after the Chinese method, was 
practiced in Italy, Spain and Sicily for de­ 
signs on fabrics of silk and cotton, which 
were printed in ink, as early as the last 
years of the twelfth century. 
The next obvious advance was tie en­ 
graving of pictures upon wooden blocks, 
and it is generally agreed that the art was 
invented toward the end of the thirteenth 
century by a member of the family of 
Cuniolords of Iraola in Italy. 
Movable type, such as are now used in 
printing, were a European invention ; and 
practically the art of printing waited for 
the development of the manufacture of 
paper, which was not a staple of commerce 
before the close of the fouiteenth century. 
And again we find the Chinese in the ad­ 
vance here, for they were the first to form 
from vegetable-fiber the web which consti­ 
tutes modern paper. They used the bark 
of several trees, especially the mulberry, 
the bamboo, reduced to pulp by beating, 
the straw of rice and other grain,' silk, cot'- 
ton and rags of different kinds. 
It is still a question undecided as to the 
person who invented, the place and the 
time of the invention, ot movable types, 
and the bringing of them into practical 
use. The honor rests between the Dutch, 
who claim the honor for Laurence Coster, 
of Haarlem, who died in 1440, and the 
Germans, who claim it for Johann Guten­ 
berg, of Mentz, who died in 1468 ; Johann 
Faust, or Fust, of Mentz, who died in 
1466 ; and his son-in-law, Peter Sohoffer, 
who died in 1502. The Dutch place the 
date of invention in 1423, and generally 
hold that Coster was the real inventor, and 
that Gutenberg, one of his workmen, stole 
the invention and claimed it as his own. 
In 1456 Johana Gutenburg completed the 
printing of the Bible in Latin, a folio vol­ 
ume of 637 leaves, printed on vellum—a 
fine kind of parchment made from the skin 
of calves, kids or lambs—and the work 
must have occupied several years. 
The art of printing was first practiced in 
Italy in 1465, in France in 1469, in Eng­ 
land in 1474, in Spain iu 1475. In 1500 
there were only about two hundred print­ 
ing offices in all Europe—scarcely more 
than are now found in one of our larger 
cities. 
It is not necessary in this article to speak 
of the manufacture of type, of the art of 
stereotyping and other things of recent 
date of value to the printer ; but a few 
words may properly be said about the 
power used in printing. Tbe first and 
earliest impressions were taken, as by the 
Chinese, with light pressure of the hand or 
brush upon very thin paper on which their 
printing was done. Then impressions were 
made by laying the paper on type and 
placing on it c planer or smooth-faced block 
of hard wood used for leveling the type 
before printing, and striking it with the 
mallet, as proof slips are now often taken. 
Presses, however, were soon invented for 
the purpose. There are engravings which 
represent presses as they existed as far back 
as 1520. They were small and the force was 
applied by means of a simple screw and 
lever. In 1620, or 262 years ago, Blaeuw, 
of Amsterdam, produced a greatly im­ 
proved press, a kind which, with but little 
alteration, continued in use 150 years. The 
press upon which Benjamin Franklin 
worked in London in 1725, and is pre­ 
served in the Patent Office in Washington, 
is of clumsy construction, almost entirely 
of wood, and is known by the maker’s 
name as the Damage press. There were 
many of them in use as late an 1825, and a 
few a good deal later. After this iron was 
used in some parts of the press, and about 
the year 1800 Earl Stanhope invented a 
press entirely of iron, the frame cast in 
one piece, and the power imparted by a 
combinati in of the toggle-joint and lever. 
The Colombian press, inveuted bv George 
Clymer, of Philadelphia, about 1817, was 
the first important American improvement, 
the power being applied by a compound 
lever, consisting of three simple ones. 
Printing presses were introduced into 
America as follows : In Mexico in 1536 ; 
in Lima in 1586; in Cambridge, Mass., in 
1639; in New London, Conn., in 1709 ; in 
Charleston, S. C., in 1730; in Newport, 
R. I., in 3132* west of the Alleghanieg, 
in Cincinnati, in 1793; west of tbe Mis­ 
sissippi, at St. L n;s. in 1S08. 
Daniel Seals, of Cleveland, is said to be 
the wealthiest colored man in America. 


AH INN IN AH OBSCURE SPANISH TOWN. 
We entered the usnal stable, a place that 
would delight a farmer in search of fer­ 
tilizers, and climbed up tbe broken stone 
stairs, through the reek, to the apart­ 
ments above. After some search we 
roused an ancient crone, who hospitably 
offered us the best tbe house afforded. 
The room that I obtained was a small 
chamber with a stone floor, and it did not 
take me long to make an inventory of 
the furniture. There was a cot bedstead, 
with horse blankets, but clean sheets, a 
tripod with a washbowl and a chair. I 
forgot—the room had a good coat of white­ 
wash. Tne window was a small opening, 
withont glass, and an iron grating out­ 
side ; when I shut the wooden blind, the 
only method of closing the window, the 
room was totally dark. When, after we 
were installed, we approached the kind 
old woman on the subjeet of something 
to eat, she seemed a little surprised that 
anything of that sort should be expected 
of an inn. There was no milk to be had 
at this time of night, nor in the morning ; 
milk was only to be procured about noon. 
She could send out and buy some meat 
if it was absolutely necessary, but it was 
late. As to bread, the old entertainer’s 
face brightened up at once; bread, cer­ 
tainly ; wine, yes ; perhaps eggs ; may be 
cheese. We were reminded of a dialogue, 
which Gautier quotes, in a Spanisn inn ; 
Traveler—“I should like to take some­ 
thing.” Landlord—" Take a chair.” Trav­ 
eler—" I should like something more 
nourishing.” 
Landlord — “ What have 
you brought with you?” Traveler— 
" Nothing.1’ Landlord—“ Well, the baker 
is down the street there, and the butcher 
is just around the corner. ” While our prov­ 
ident hostess was looking for a hen s nest we 
sallied out to view the town. It is as neat 
as whitewash can make it, has several 
large churches, a spacious public square, 
and better houses than one would ex­ 
pect to see here. The plaza was a gen­ 
uine surprise for its size, smart appearance 
and animation. The oblong center, ele­ 
vated slightly, and surrounded by a low 
j parapet, is the place of promenade aod of 
shows. At one end is a lofty church, aud 
at the other a prosperous jail. This in­ 
stitution is cootrived for the pleasure as 
well as the detention of criminals ; the 
barred windows open upon the square, and 
the prisoners on the ground floor were 
chatting with their friends. Oar advent 
was received with marked attentions. The 
young majos, or loafers, decorated with the 
black saucer hat and red waist-scarf, who 
were lounging about the prison end of the 
square or leaning against the door-posts, 
bestowed upon us scowling and suspicioUB 
glances: people crowded to the doors to 
stare at us ; women, seated before their 
bouses, or promenading in groaps of three 
or four, nudged each other and laughed ; 
and a crowd of unmannerly boys followed 
us and Inspected us with undisguised inter­ 
est. As we crossed the plaza toward the 
church, we were struck by a few pebbles ; 
but they were small pebbles, and the boys 
ran to a safe distance when we turned 
round. Perhaps they were only trying 
to attract our attention, and see what a 
new kind of human being would do fvben 
excited. Boys are much the same the 
world over, and we bore them no malice ; 
indeed, we could not take in ill part 
a performance that seemed to entertain 
their haughty and courteous elders. Be­ 
sides, we were by this time so accustomed 
to Spanish civility that we did not inind 
it. I have no doubt that if we had been 
familiar with the language, and dressed so as 
to pass for Spaniards, we should have been 
spared these delicate attentions. The peo­ 
ple of a shop into which we stepped were 
certainly polite. It was the only shop in 
which we saw anything characteristic of 
tbe country. The articles for sale were 
blinders of mule bridles, and saddle-cloths 
embroidered in worsted of vivid colors and 
staring patterns. 
The Spaniards are fond 
of this sort of decoration.—[Atlantic 
Monthly. 
A SPANISH I»N. 
All the region for miles and miles aronnd 
Arcos is thickly planted with olives, which 
give a pleasing aspect to this hilly country. 
It was late twilight when we came clatter­ 
ing into the ancient town, and were set 
down at the house where the diligencs 
Btopped, which seemed to be presided over 
by three old women. We were surrounded 
at once by a carious and helpful popula­ 
tion, all eager to seize our pieces of luggage 
and bear them to parts unknown. The 
driver, who was our friend, appeared to be 
having a conference with tbe old women as 
to whether they should have the plucking 
of us, or would send us to the regular 
posada, to which we wished to go. In the 
growing darkness it was impossible to see 
where we were, or where the posada was, 
and it required all our vigilance to 
keep track sf our luggage. 
After 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
coufusion, 
we 
found ourselves transferred, bag and 
baggage to the posada, which was almost 
exactly opposite, in debt to half the loafers 
of Arcos for their valuable assistance. The 
posada, the best in the place, showed no 
sign of light or life. We entered the sta­ 
bles, and made our way up a stone stair­ 
case to the hotel apartments. No obse­ 
quious landlord or landlady welcomed us, 
but we at last discovered a tall, sour-faced 
maid-of-all-work, haughty and dirty, who 
condescended to show us a couple cf clean 
but utterly bare little rooms, and under­ 
took to get us something to eat. We felt 
humbly obliged. The stranger in Spain, 
at most inns and elsewhere, is treated as if 
the most acceptable thing he could do 
would be to take himself speedily out of 
the country. Our apartments were fur­ 
nished with Spartan simplicity ; the guest 
is allowed a washbowl, but no pitcher, and 
the water given him in the bowl is sup­ 
posed to be quite enough for his needs ; but 
tbe bed, though the mattress is made of un­ 
comfortable lumps of wool, is scrupulously 
clean. Our repast was all that we could 
expect. The person who is fond of taste­ 
less beans will find Spain a paradise. In 
this land of olives, those served on the 
table are bitter and disagreeable, and the 
oil, in which everything is fiooked, is uni­ 
formly rancid. But it should be confessed 
that the oil is better than the butter, when 
the latter luxury is attainable. Something 
seems to be the matter with the cows. I 
do not wonder that the Spaniards are at 
table a temperate and abstemious race. It 
is no merit to be abstemious with such food 
and cooking. The wine at Arcos, however, 
was a sort of Manzanilla, that made ns re­ 
gard any food with favor. It was a medi­ 
cinal draught, with a very strong flavor of 
camomile ; a very useful sort, I believe, iu 
the manipulation of the market sherry, and 
exceedingly wholesome. So long ap a man 
can drink this wine he will not die. I 
should recommend the total abstinence so­ 
ciety to introduce it into our country.—

Casks of Steel.—An English firm have 
recently turned their attention to the man­ 
ufacture of casks and barrels of steel. 
The two edges of the sheet of steel which 
form the cask are brazed together in such 
a manner as to justify tho title of " seam­ 
less,” which the patentees have supplied 
to these productions. The head of the 
barrel is also riveted to the body, so as to 
leave no seam, and the end rims are shrunk 
on hot, thus making a very solid end, 
whilst, at the same time, the rims are 
thick enough to give a good purchase to the 
grappling-hooks of hoists and cranes for 
loading and unloading purposes. The bush 
for the tap does not project beyond the 
rim, so that the nozzle is not liable to be 
knocked about and injured. The casks are 
more durable than wood, less bulky, aud, 
it is said, lighter—an eighteen-gallon steel 
cask weighing some ten pounds less—a not 
unimportant consideration as regards tran­ 
sit, In point of shape the steel barrel is 
exactly tfiat of a well-formed wood one. 


FIGURE-TRAINING BY C0R8ET. 


A sad story eomes from Melbourne. A 
fev weeks ago a "super” at one of the 
thca'ers there died well n ig h friendless and 
alón», it was only after hiB death that 
they knew at the theaters that the dead 
man was Frank Lsmoo, a son of Mark 
Lemon, the first editor of Punch. 


Dr. Alfred Chadwick, an advocate of 
what he calls "figure-training by corset,” 
saVs in Knowledge that he does not “ be­ 
lieve for one moment that fully 90 percent 
of women are deformed by etays.” “ If 
such were the case,” he adds, " I should 
not hesitate to say that 90 per cent, of 
women know nothing of lacing, for if 
lacing the figure is practiced in a judicious 
manner, instead of deformity would come 
elegance and health. A well-apphtd corset 
leaves the upper part of the chest perfect­ 
ly free, and develops the capacity of the 
luDgs in that situation—the most import­ 
! ant situation, by the way, especially in the 
female sex. Tubercular consumption usu­ 
ally attacks the apices of the lungs, a part 
far removed from the preBeure of a corset 
however tight—iu fact, the tighter th¿ 
corset in the lower part of the chest, the 
greater amount of work and expansion in 
the upper part, but this would not lead to 
consumption. A similar state exists daring 
pregnancy, when the uterus encroaches upon 
the lung space. There appears to be only 
one way in which tight-lacing directly can 
hriDg about consumption, and that is by so 
compressing the lung in its lower part that 
no fresh air can enter it, a sort of collapse 
and carnification ensuing, a diminished use 
leading to degeneration of lung tissue, 
huch a state of affairs would onlv take 
place when tight-lacing has been suddenly 
performed and persisted in at an age when 
the figure has become somewhat set.” Dr. 
Chadwick believes a woman is in better 
health when wearing a proper-fitting corset 
and less liable to suffer from consumption, 
dyspepsia or spinal curvature, but he 
depreciates the beginning of tight-lacing 
suddenly. “ What I consider to be the 
perfection in the application of the corset 
to the female figure or to the male,” he 
says, “ is to begin early in life, say at the 
age of seven or ten years, and then only 
with very yielding materials, permitting 
the corset simply to touch the contour 
of the body, though a little firmer at the 
waist. As the girl grows up and the chest 
expands, the bust of the corset may be 
very properly made larger, the waist at the 
same time being kept within bounds. If 
such a system be carefully carried out, 
there never would be any undue pressure 
anywhere, and the girl who reaches woman­ 
hood will possess the perfection of a figure 
with its round and taper waist, broad 
Shoulders and well developed chest. It 
always was and will be necessary to re­ 
strain, limit and correct the growing figure. 
\\ ithout aid nature seldom forms a good 
waist. Gradual and earlv correction, in" 
stead of violent and sudden reduction f 
deformity, is the way to achieve success— 
no evil effects can possibly ensue. In the 
wearing of the corset, the degree of com­ 
fort with-whioh it is borne should be the 
test of utility. Eirly care and judicious 
management will in every case succeed 
in attaining elegance and in preserving 
health.”

THS MAN IN THE MOON. 
The common account of the man in the 
moon, that he is the individual whom the 
Israelites stoned for gathering sticks on 
the Sabbath, is probably only a modernized 
version of a much older story. The earli­ 
est form of the many similar stories seems 
to be that the moon as a man, and a far- 
seeing one, has a power over mankind 
which he can exercise at will for their hurt 
or punishment. In the Eida, the moon 
takes up two children, who were doing 
nothing mors than carrying water-pots on 
their shoulders. Iu Swabia, children who 
look out of window are still sometimes 
cautioned against being carried off by the 
man in the moon ; nor are they allowed, in 
imitation of the hare in the moon, to make 
the figure of a hare ou the walls with their 
fingers. In the same district, the sin of 
the man in the moon was simply that of 
working iu his vineyard by moonlight ; 
while, according to another version, a wo­ 
man was taken up for spinning at her win­ 
dow by moonlight, and her flax and hair 
may still be seen there. To this day this 
primitive idea of sin against the moon ex­ 
ists in Swahia, where it is still thought 
sinful to spin ot sew in the moonlight, and 
it is a common thing tc hear it said, 
“ Leave off working, or yon will go to the 
moon.” 
Stories therefore of the moon which con­ 
nect the punishment of a residence there 
with offenses against morality or Christian 
ordinances, may be supposed to have less 
antiquity than those which connect it with 
no sin at all or with sin against the moot, 
itself. For instance, sucn stories as the 
Bohemian one, that the moon, having 
warned a thief against stealing peas, took 
him up when he persisted in doing so ; for 
the Tyrolese and German tales, that the 
moon carried off a rascal who went about 
at night Bticking sheep with a fork, or 
who held brambles before the moon to con­ 
ceal his theft of a horse, of cabbages, cher­ 
ries, fish or cheese—seem to be the adap­ 
tation of a more primitive belief to a 
changed and somewhat advanced state of 
thought rather than the expression of the 
earliest notions on the subject. Tne fur­ 
ther addition to these stories that the thief 
or profane Sabbath breaker bears his load 
of cabbages or sticks for all eternity, as an 
eternal warning to mankind, seems an 
additional corroboration of this hypothesis.

ANIMALS NOT NECESSARILY MORTAL 
According to the Journal of Science all 
animal life is not, of necessity, subject to 
death. Let us suppose, says the Journal, 
that we are watching through a microscop» 
one of those minute single-cell creatures 
known as protozoan. We see it expanding 
mto an ellipsoidal figure, whieh becom-s 
for a time longer and longer. It then be­ 
gins to contract about what we may. for 
the sake of popular intelligibility, call its 
equator. It assumes the form of two 
nearly globular bodies, connected, dumb­ 
bell like, by a narrow neck. This neck 
becomes narrower, and at last the two 
globes are set free, and appear as two indi- 
\iduals in place of one 1 What are the re­ 
lations of these two new beings to 
the antecedent form and to each 
other ? We examine them with care; 
they are equal in s:ze, alike in complex­ 
ity, or rather simplicity, of structure, 
We cannot say that either of them is more 
mature or more rudimentary than the 
other. VVe can find in their separation 
from each other no analogy to the separa­ 
tion of the young animal or the egg from 
its mother, or to the liberation of a seed 
from a plsnt. Neither of them is parent, 
and neither offspring. Neither of them ie 
older or younger than the other. The pro­ 
cess of reproduction, or rather of multipli­ 
cation, mast, so far as we can see, be re­ 
peated in the same manner forever. Acci 
dents excepted, they are immortal; and 
frequent as such accidents must be, the in­ 
dividuals whom they strike might, or 
rather would, like the rest of their com­ 
munity, have gone on living and splitting 
themselves up forever. It is strange, when 
examining certain infusoria under the 
microscope, to consider that these frail and 
tiny beings were living not potentially in 
their ancestors, but really in their persons, 
perhaps in the Laurent ian epoch. 
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Some French chemists have succeeded in 
solidifying petroleum, in which state it 
burns like tallow. This solidification is 
effected by adding to distilled petroleum 
25 per cent, of the purified juice of plants 
b .‘longing to the family of the Euphorbiaoeec.

From distant isles the lovely stranger came, 
And bears the fortunate Canario's name.” 


G a y finds a simile for Frenchmen in the 
cockatoo: 
41 Monkeys in action, paroquets in talk, 
1 hey’re crowned witn feathers like a cockatoo 
and for courtiers in macaws. 
The parrots, 
poor wretches ! “ cursed with a postulating 
resemblance to man,” find do friend or even 
apologist. 
But Sir William .Iones—and he 
knew this bird's delightful Oriental asto- 
ciations—has a word of admiration for it : 
” Nor absent he w ho leaves the human sound, 
W ith wavy gold and moving emeralds crown'd. 
Whose head and breast with polish'd sapphires 
glow, 
And on whose wings the gems of Ird do grow.” 
And agaiD , in the hymn to Camdeo, the 
Cupid of Hindostán, 
“ O thou for ages born, yet ever young, 
For ages may th y Brahmin’s lay be su n g ! 
And when thy lory spreads his emerald wings 
To watt thee nigh above the tow er of kings." 
For the parrot is a notable bird in the 
East, and, above all, as the bird of love 
aud the steed of the god of the blossom­ 
headed snows, exacts the reverence of the 
Hindoo millions. 
But in English poetry it 
is only the ape among the b ird s; “ an 
odious libel on the human voice.” 
Cow- 
per especially went out of his way to af­ 
front the pairot—3imply because it can be 
taught to imitate human speech, and be­ 
cause it can only say as much as it is 
taught! To base a reproach against the 
poet for such a display of ill-nature may 
seem trival and whimsical enough, but if 
many such instances of unnecessary aud 
commonplace prejudice are accumulated, it 
is difficult to avoid the suspicion that the 
poet’s 
perpetually vaunted “ sympathy 
w ith N ature ” does not really exist. 
The 
parrot is a bird of extraordinary beauty 
and astonishing intelligence.' Few feath­ 
ered things rival it in brilliance and variety 
of 
and none in the size of its 
b ra^^^pA rco ver, 
it is emphatically a 
creature of freedom and space, and re­ 
quires for its proper setting a back ground 
w ith at least a grove of trees, or a great 
sweep of open sky, or an old ruin, with 
ita battlem ent fretted by age into crevices 
aud loop-hools—and, above all, it is a crea­ 
ture of sunlight. 
Those who have heard 
them gossipping together iu pleasant soft 
undertones, as they swuDg like blossoms 
on the trees ; or have seen them, as if some 
swift gust of wind had suddenly taken 
color, sweep across an open space, never 
think of parrots as mere old-maids’ pets. 
Indeed, for any one to do so shows a lack 
of tenderness toward Nature that is not 
either attractive or poetical. 
I t is we, 
the men and women of a sunless coun­ 
try, that cage up parrots in our small 
roomB, and it seems hardly worthy, there­ 
fore, of the poet of the “ Idol L id ” to 
sneer at the captive stranger, 
“ Fraught with antics as the Indian bird, 
That writhes and cha;ters in her wiry cage." 
Nor, seeing that it íb human beings who 
teach parruts the use and abuse of words, 
does it seem to me fair of the poets to 
hang so much prejudice against the bird on 
snch a peg.

P alestine P ottery.—The biblical de­ 
scriptions of pottery, says a recent traveler 
in Palestine, are singularly applicative to 
the present process of manufacture. 
As in 
Bible times, so in the nineteenth centnry, 
the potter sits at his frame and turns the 
wheel with his foot : or, as we read in the 
Apocalypse : 
“ So doth the potter, sitting 
at his work and tnrning the wheel with 
his fe e t; he fashiooeth the clay with his 
irm s." 
The potter had a lot of the pre­ 
pared clay near him and a jug of water at 
his side. 
Taking a lump in his hand, he 
placed it on top of the wheel, which re­ 
volves horizontally, and smoothed it into s 
low cone between his hands. As it enlarged 
and became thinner, he gave it whatever 
shape he pleased with the utmost ease and 
expedition. It is evident, from expressions 
in the Bible, that the potter's vessel was 
the syDonyin of utter frugality ; and to 
say as David does, that Zion's king wonld 
dash his enemies to pieces like a potter’s 
vessel, was to threaten with ruin and reme­ 
diless destruction. 
We, who are accus­ 
tomed to the strong stoneware of consider­ 
able value, can scarcely appreciate some of 
theBe biblical references, bat for Palestine 
they are as appropriate and forcible as ever. 
Arab jars are so thin and frail that they 
are literally dashed to shivers at the slight­ 
est stroke. 
W ater jars are often broken 
by merely putting them down upon the 
floor; and the servant frequently returns 
from t he fonntain empty-handed, having 
all hiqU ^^D ^shed to atoms by some ir- 
regulaiVjPI^TCrYi the donkey. 


P U r& IF a C riO N 
AND 
ANTISEPTICS 


M. Le Ben. who has been experimenting 
with various antiseptics in arresting putre­ 
faction, gives the following as the result 
reached : 
(1) The disinfectant power of 
any antiseptic is weaker the older the 
putrefaction. 
(2) The strongest disin­ 
fectants appear to be (m order), perman­ 
ganate of potash, chloride of lime, sul­ 
phate of iron acidified with acetic acid, 
carbolic acid, and the glycerobates 
of 
sodium and potassium. 
(3) There is no 
parallelism between disinfectant action and 
action on microbes (or minate organisms). 
Thus, permanganate of potash, so strong in 
the former respect, has no appreciable ac­ 
tion on microbes; alcohol, a strong pre­ 
venter of microbes, is very weak as a dis­ 
infectant. 
Nor (4) is there parallelism 
between the power of preventing putrefac­ 
tion and that of stopping it when it has 
arisen. 
Alcohol and carbolic acid, pre­ 
servative agents par excellence, have little 
effect on putrefaction once commenced. 
(3) W ith exception of a very small number 
of substances that are strong poisons (as 
bichloride of mercury) most antiseptics, and 
notably carbolic acid, have very little 
action on bacteria. 
(6) There is no par­ 
allelism between the virulent power of a 
substance in putrefaction and the toxical 
power of volatile componnds given off by 
i t ; indeed, these properties seem to be 
even in inverse ratio. 
A frog is placed in 
an inclosure with some of the liquid. 
W hen putrefaction sets in, a very fetid 
odor is produced, and the liquid swarms 
with bacteria, and is known to be very 
virulent if injected under the skin of an 
animal ; but the frog, merely breathing the 
tffluvia, takes no harm. After two months 
the liquid ceases to have virulent proper, 
ties, but the animal breathing its volatile 
products is killed. 
(7) The very small 
quantity of products of advanced putre­ 
faction necessary to kill sn animal by simple 
mixture with air proves the volatile alka­ 
loids to be extremely poisonous. 
M.,-Le 
Bon ascertained that they are so to man. 
(8) The experiments explain the evils aris­ 
ing from bodies long buried, and prove 
that the atmosphere of cemeteries (con­ 
trary to what has been affirmed on the 
score of there being few microbes present) 
may be very dangerons. 
In connection 
with typhoid fever, too, and other affec­ 
tions, the volatile alkaloids produced by 
action of microbes on certain organic sub­ 
stances are doubtless largely active. 


LADIES’ 
CLOAKS. 


The rich cloak of the season has very 
marked characteristics. 
It is of a costly 
brocaded fabric, lined with plush or quilted 
satin, aod cnt long, so as to nearly envelop 
the figure. 
The fronts are usually sack­ 
shaped, the sleeves set high and far back, 
so that the narrow-fitted back looks still 
more contracted in appearance. 
The band 
at the neck is rounded out and made stiff’ 
and flaring, but covered with thick ruching 
of lace, feathers, chenille, or whatever 
happens to be the trimming. 
Tüe sleeve 
is full at the top and of the doll or man­ 
darin form, the mandarin becoming the 
Mother Hubbard by adding fullness gather­ 
ed up to its shapeless ugliness. 
The long, 
narrow dolman sleeve is the mostfgraceful, 
and when these are set high, without exag­ 
geration or fullness, they represent the best 
and most permanent of the designs in cloak 
sleeves, since it is now many years since 
they were first introduced, although, of 
course, their detail and environment have 
been much improved. 
The effect of the extremely fashionable 
cloak is, however, very peculiar. 
It sevs 
the shoulders nearly on a line with the 
ears. 
It shapes the back like an hour­ 
glass to the waist, and carries the figure 
in a straight line down to the feet—that is, 
after it has passed a sort of window sill, 
against which an interior belt holds it in 
defiance of reason and common sense. 
A cloak recently received is a magnifi­ 
cent gold brocade on a thick, dull black 
satin ground. 
The trimming was made 
specially for it, and consisted of fringes 
of gold and jet beads and gold embroid­ 
ered lace. 
The lining was quilted amber 
satin. 
A very rich cloak of black brocade 
wae in a beautiful design, which entirely 
covered the surface, and lay over each 
other like the petals of a liower. 
I t was 
lined with ruby silk pluBh, and trimmed 
with a very thick, wide and soft ruching of 
black feathers, which were not sewed, but 
firmly woven into the ground-work, and 
had a wonderful effect. 
Another was of 
Sicillienne, with long plush sleeves and 
marabout trimming. 
A brocaded velvet 
cloak has the sleeves set high, and is held 
in over a full tournure. 
The lining is 
striped tiger plush, the trimming wide 
chenille ruching 
and 
massive chenille 
fringe.

TH E 
ANNUAL 
GROW TH 
OF 
TREES, 


The concentric markings found by cross 
section of the stems have long been relied 
upon to indicate the age of the plant, and 
the prevailing belief has been that the 
rings mark year growths. 
It appears that 
an observer in Nature, one of the foremost 
scientific publications, gives observations 
which would indicate that in some cases, 
at least, the rings do not represent year 
periods. 
During a visit to the ruins of 
Palenque, Mexico, in 1859, M. Cnarney 
causea all the trees that hid the facade of 
one of the pyramids of the palace to be 
cnt down. 
On a second visit in 1SS0 he 
cut the trees that had grown since 1859, 
and he remarked that all of them had a 
number of 
concentric 
circles 
greatly 
superior to their age. 
The oldest could 
only have been 22 years of 
age, bnt 
on 
a 
section 
of 
one 
of 
them 
he 
found 250 circles. 
Trie tree was 00 to 
65 centers 
in diameter. 
A shrub 
18 
montha old at most had eighteen concen­ 
tric circles. 
M. Charnay found the case 
repeated in every species and in trees of all 
sizes. He concluded that in a hot and moist 
climate, where nature is never at rest, it 
may produce, not one circle a year, as with 
us, but one a month. 
The age of a monu­ 
ment has often been calculated from that 
of the trees that have grown on its ruins. 
For Palenque, M. Laraitzar calculated 
1,700 years, having counted 1,700 riDgs in 
a tree. 
M. Caarnay’s observation re­ 
quires the number to be cut down to 150 or 
200 years, making a considerable differ­ 
ence, 1,500 years. 
Professor Bacheiart 
asks whether M. Charnay took account of 
certain colored riogs which some tropical 
trees present in cross section. 
We have 
not yet seen any reply from M. Charnay 
removing the doubt as to whether he made 
a correct discrimination between the col­ 
ored rings and the annual rings, and there­ 
fore the snbject is given as an interesting 
but still open quetion.

About a fortnight ago a bird of vast size 
was seen dying between the Bank of Eng­ 
land building and the Postoffice in London, 
until at noon it alighted on the cross of the 
steeple of St. Vedast Church.
